Finally, in closing, I want to bring for- 
ward, in order to moré definitely determine 
the coming range of. naval combat, the 
fact that there is one of its ruling factors 
which remains constant for all time.

UNKNOWN TOOK A PART IN IT 


FIRST REPORTS OF ELIABETH- 
TOWN CRIME WERE INCORRECT. 


Despite the Supposition That °t Was 
Murder and Suicide, There Are 
Facts Which Indicate a 
Third Party’s 
Connection. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 30.—The re- 
cent double tragedy at Elizabethtown may 
prove a mystery and a sensation of high 
order. 

About two weeks ago Frank Kidwell 
shot and killed Ida Thompson, a girl he 
loved, and then killed himself. This is the 
Way the reports went out to.the papers, 
and is the commonly accepted theory, 

But there are some peculiar things about 
the tragedy that have thrown an element 
of mystery over it. There are some things 
about it that would puzzle Sherlock 
Holmes, and the true theory of the killing 
may be a mystery forever. 


It was at first wagers that no one saw 
the tragedy and that the desperate and 
love-mad boy, after begging the rl to 
marry him, sent her to death, and then 
ended his own life with the same weapon. 
This theory is the most natural and is pos- 
sibly the true one, but there is an unre- 
concilable fact at this point that is hard 
to meet. It is a stubborn physical fact. 
Five bullets entered the bodies of the dead 
and only three chambers of the pistol were 
empty. The girl had three distinct bullet 
holes. Two of them entered her body from 
the front close together, and the other 
pierced her left shoulder from the front 
also. There was a hole in one of her hands 
also, but it could easily have been made. 
When she received the first wound she 
must have put her hand to it and the next 
shot, which was very clcse to the first, 
pierced the hand also. 

The young man had two bullet holes in 
him. One shot pierced his heart and the 
other was not far from it. This made five 
bullets in all, but the pistol that lay with- 
in an inch of his hand had only three 
empty chambers. It was at first thought 
that after shooting her he had reloaded the 
pistol, but no shells could be found, and 
there was no excuse for reloading. Be- 
sides four different people heard the shots 
and say they were all tvo close together 
to give him time to reload: The girl is not 
supposed to have had a lover who could 
have witnessed the tragedy and killed the 
roung man. His brother-in-law, Mr. Barnes, 
who lives in Elizabethton, says the boy 
asked him that morning, “If you should kill 
any person, would you thén take your own 
life?’’ He recalled these strange words after 
the tragedy, and believed the boy had tak- 
en his own life. 

They had fallen with their heads nearly 
together, and their bodies were lying at an 
angle of 70 degrees. She was upon her 
face with her arm under her forehead. Her 
other arm was stretched out on the ground 
toward him, and her hand was in the grip 
of his palm. He was on the flat of his 
back and near the other hand.was the 
pistol. The bodies were not moved before 
the inquest. The country people think it 


in this way before the inquest, and it is 
certain no one touched them. Where the 
other two shots came from is a mystery 
that may never be cleared away.

SCHEME BY WHICH THOUSANDS 
' HAVE BEEN ROBBED. 


The Bait Was the Promise of Enormous 
Profits to Investors in “Sure 
Money” Speculation 
Ventures. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 30.—Two members of 
what the police say is one of the cleverest 
swindling syndicates that ever operated In 
Wall. street,. were arrested today by De- 
tectives McConville and Savage. 

The gang has been operating in the finan- 
cial district for two years, in which time, 
it is~alleged, it has swindled persons 
throughout the country out of a sum estl- 
mated by Capt. Titus between $300,000 and 
$400,000. 

The two men captured are Frank Dillon, 
who says he is a bookkeeper, and J. F. Bar- 
rett, claiming to be a stenographer. Two 
other men eluded the detectives, but they 
are known and will probably be captured 
in a few days. 

The gang, ‘the police say, began opera- 
tions in 1900, the scheme being to hire a 
fine suite of offices in a reputable build- 
ing, put up a bogus firm name and then 
send alluring circulars inviting specuia- 
ton on “sure things’’ promising enormous 
profits to all parts of the country. 

The money forwarded, it_is charged, was 
appropriated by the gang and when the 
swindle became apparent the offices were 
closed and the firm disappeared, only to 
bob up again a week or so later in an- 
other buiiding under a different name. 

Emboldened by their sucess at this game, 
the police say, the swindlers branched out 
on a@ new line of fraud. Finally, after rob- 
bing thousands of unsuspecting customers 
under a dozen firm names, opening an al- 
leged detective agency, under the name of 
E,. L. Bennett & Co., to defraud customers, 
the police say circulars were sent inviting 
them to send all claims and proofs against 
the concerns through which they had been 
swindled. 

The ‘‘customers’’ were advised that the 
detective agency was in possession of all 
the facts in the frauds, and that every dol- 
lar could be collected. After they had suc- 
ceading in getting back all the evidence of 
criminal operations from their victims the 
‘agency’ stopped business and the fraudu- 
lent brokerage firms resumed. 

The police say the gang operated. as 
Bramwell & Co., August Zimmerman & Co., 
Lloyd J. Smith & Co., J. W. Pollard Co. 
and Potter, Fairchild & Co. 

In many of their transactions the men 
gave as reference the “firms’’ of Solomon 
& Rothschild, Applegate, Lohr & Co. and 
Carlisle & Co., all of which, Capt. Titus 
says, were myths, being simply titles coined 
for the purpose. 

Capt. Titus has hundreds of complaints 
from men and women who have been 
swindled out of sums varying from $50 to 
$1000 and expects to hear from many more.

Being Educated. 

At the North Park College, as the educa- 
tionaf institution is known, are being edu- 
cated several Eskimo Indians, who, as soon 
as they are fitted, will return to their 
country to teach natives the story of the 
Bible and instruct them in other ways. In 
missionary work this young Chicago insti- 
tution has already achieved a ereditabie 
Ae gy ba It ‘now supports four mission- 
aries in Yakutat, five in Golovan Bay and 
three in Unalaklik, all in Alaska. It also 
Supports one mission in Fangcheng, China. 

ne of the most interesting students in 
the college at present is Stephano, a full- 
blooded Eskimo. He was. civilized in 
Alaska by the ministrations of the grad- 
uates of the college and is now perfecting 
his education here. Two other Eskimos 
who graduated at North Park College are 
now teaching in Golovan Bay, Alaska. 

In Unalaklik there fs a village’ of 400 per- 
sons ministered to by this Swedish institu- 
tion. They have a church of their own and 
the college people fitted out ‘sume of tie 
natives with a $600 steamboat, which thoy 
are now using to convey passengers and 
merchandisé from the big steamers which 
anchor out in the bay. he natives have 
ae back about $400 of this money, which 
llustrates their business acumen. In this 
way the natives are taught. how to earn a 
livelihood.

ENERGIES BENT FOR DELAY 


WANT TO CONVERT THEIR PROP- 
- ERTY INTO CASH. 


The Innate Weakness of Carter’s Case 
From the First Has Been His In- 
ability to Tell the Truth 
Even to Counsel. 


SAVANNAH, Ga., Nov. 30.—It is a re- 
markable coincidence that the civil:cause of 
the United States against former Capt. 
Oberlin M. Carter of the United States 
corps of engineers now in the United States 
penitentiary at Leavenworth, Kan., his 
brother and uncle, and the criminal case 
against Benjamin D. Greene,. Johns F. 
Gaynor, Willlam T. Gaynor and Edward 
H. Gaynor, indicted with Capt.*Carter on 
a charge of defrauding: the government of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars, reached 
an acute stage practically during the same 
week. On the same day that the Supreme 
Court of the United States at. Washing- 
ton decided to advance the case against 
Greene and the Gaynors in the United 
States Circuit Court at Chicago ‘and de- 
posited about $100,000 of funds in the hands 
of the receiver appointed to take charge 
of such funds. 

Among those acquafnted with the facts 
in the case it is believed that the decision 
of the Supreme Court will be against the 
defendants. That it will be an adverse 
one is said to Me the Opinion of all the at- 
torneys in the cases, this including both 
sides. The fight on the part.of Greene and 
his confeserates was never waged with the 
expectation of winning, says one who pas 
been interested in the case from the SBe- 
ginning. Up to the time of Judge Brown's 
decision against them in the District Court 
for the Southern district of New York they 
had strong hopes. That decfsion was ren- 
dered early last spring, and since then ‘all 
their energies have been for delay. Their 
one great purpose in securing delay, says 
one authority, was to devise ways and 
meahs of effectually disposing of the prop- 
erty and converting it into cash. 

Up to the present time three witnesses 
have died. Only one of them would have 
been of any material benefit to the govern- 
ment had he lived. Of the other two one 
was conflicting in his statement-—-so much 
so that Col. Barr, who tried Carter before a 
courtmartial in Savannah, had to yg 
to him before the courtmartial. he re- 
maining witness testified to. nothtng in par- 
ticular, but this did not prevent, Marion 
Erwin, assistant United States attorney- 
Berore from making the most of the point 
efore the Supreme Court in his argument 
for the adyaneement of the case onthe 
docket. 

Oberlin M. Carter is in prison, disgraced 
forever. Of the $700,000 which he Had $500,- 
000 has already been sequestered by the 
United States. He has the remnants of 


$200,000 left, which the government has not 
yet been able to reach. Much of this has 
been paid to lawyers, of which he has had, 
up to date, about fifteeri. 
Carter’s weakness all thro ugh his case 
seems to have been his inability to tell the 
truth. Reports say this has hampered his 


j}attorneys again and again. They attended 


court and each witness’ revelations Were as 
new to them as to the most obscure spec- 
tator. This tendency of Carter's will again 
prove of great disadvantage on the new 
trial. He refuses to tell his lawyers what 
he expects in the way of -adverse testl- 
mony, and the consequence is they are 
again and again taken na surprise. - Car- 
ter’s only explanation to them is the desig- 
nation of each and every witness as un- 
truthful. 

O. M. Carter has now been In prison aboyt 
two years and one month and has the same 
length of time to serve before he will be 
released. This is allowing him a commuta- 
tion’ of ten months for good behavior. He 
will be a free man on Christmas day, ‘1903, 
provided he is not tried and sentenced in 
connection with Greene and the Gaynors, 
He has been indicted with them and the 
pene sy awaiting him there is 12 years if 
ound guilty on all the counts.

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WOMAN'S LEAGUE 
| HELP TO WOMEN 


MARY SHAW WRITES OF 4TS 
WORK IN SEVERAL FIELDS. 


PROBLEMS SOLVED 


MANY 


Professional Women Are by It Made a 
Part of the Great World and Not 
Helpless Drifters—A So- 
cial and Business 
Organization. 


Of all the women’s clubs in the United 
States no other has reached such a de- 
gree of perfection as the Professional 
Women’s League of New York City. It 
appears to have solved the problem of how 
best to aid the professional womah. 

Miss Mary Shaw, who jis at present play- 
ing the part of Amrah in “Ben Hur” at 
the Olympic Theater, is the president of 
the league. That western women may 
thoroughly understand the working of the 
league, she has written for the* Post-Dis- 
patch the following outline of its work: 

BY MARY SHAW. 

The practical progress possible 4n_ the 
philanthropic work of the Professional 
Woman's Club has been successfully -dem- 


onstrated in the history of the Professjonal 
Woman’'s.League of New York City. At its 
conception, rye § e.ght years ago, some 3 
odd women as charier members organized 
the club for benevolent work in the dra- 
matic, musical and literary  profe.sions. 
They were absolute pioneers, beil.g the first 
society formed in the country for just that 
kind of helpfulness to the women of these 
three professions. 

In the beginning it was no easy matter 
to find the truly helpful way—where char- 
ity was out of the question. Self resvecil g 
professional women cannot be aided by the 
ordinary methods of charliabie and bene\vo- 
lent socketics. Therefore these first women 
founders of the club, unaided by experi- 
ment or precedent, were called upon to or- 
iginate and perfect a scheme of practical 
philanthiopy, financial, educationai and so- 
cial, fitted to the nature and temperament 
of the women to be dealt with. No money 
and no prestige stood sponsor. Through in- 
experience, lack of funds, indifferet ce and 
oftener, worse. still,,distrust from the pro- 
fessions they aimed to help, these women 
have graduaily evolved a practical working 
club which is already an education and in- 
spiration to other like o ganizatiors. 

Deginwing with nothing but a thought of 
helpfugness, the present power and scop 
of the Jeague attests the seven years’ frui- 
tion of loyalty te an idea. » The active 
membership consists of actresses, singers 
and literary women. Women not empioyed 
in these professions, but desirous of being 
helpful to workers in them are eligible for 
associate membersh'!p. The first wise move 
was no initiation fee and small dues, $5.50 
a year. This makes membership possibie 
to the very women who can be most bene- 
fited by. organize tion. 

To prove that initiation money and ex- 
pensive dues are not necessary we point 
to the fact that the Pg fess.onal Woman's 
League occupies a house of its own, open 
from 9 till 6 every day to its members, and 
comprising a library, parlor and “reception 
rooms and audience room seating over 300, 
besides classroums and wardrobe rooms, 
After all expenses of house, secretary, 
housek2eping, employes such as teachers, 
etc., had been paid, the league had at the 
end of the last fiscal year a_balance o1 
$10,927.79. The-important and délicate mat- 
ter of financial help to members is treated 
oF making it a business matter—a person- 
al loan frem the club to a member, for 
which a note of payment is accepted, ana 
an extension of time granted by request. 
By eliminating the red tape, delays and 
humiliating cross-examu.nations of many 
charitable methods, yet preserving abso- 
lute secrecy as to loans and giving quick- 
ly and accepting as security any avallable 
thing which covers the loan, the pride of 
the most sensitive member is respected and 
her confidence secured. The money joaned 
during the year and the amount paid back 
into the treasury proves how important to 
the working professional woman are these 
small sums which tide her over the bad 
days. A wardrobe of modern and stage 
costumes, donated by society women and 
actresses, is maintained. from which suita- 
ble dresses can be bought or hired at nomi- 
nal prices or in cases of necessity given 
away. The privileges of*the wardrobe are 
extended to nonmembers as well. 

Having hurriedly hinted at the financial 
ee mpaen me ( of the league, let us briefly 
glance at the educational scheme. Women 
are proverbially poorly equipped to enter 
business and professions. The best train- 
ing is not only difficult to select, but too 
expensive for those who must at the ame 
time earn their own livi The individual 
woman, therefore, not able to afford the 
proper training, prefers drifting along and 

icking up what knowledge she can, to pay- 
ng for useless, often false teachings. By 
setting forth this greaf need of young pro- 
fessional women to the best instructors in 
New York City, the league has been able 
to enlist their sympathy and co-operation 
and conducts during the entire year classes 
in languages, dancing, fencing, physica] cul- 
ture, painting and elocution under the di- 
rection of New York’s best teachers in the 
several subjects at prices within the reach 
of all. On the first and third Monday of 
each month a lecture or entertainment on 
iMerary subjects is givén in the audience 
room of the clubhouse by women distin- 
guished in these professions. A library of 
over 5000 volumes of standard and current 
literature and reference books and a read- 
ing table of daily papers and monthly mag- 
azines, all of which have been gifts to the 
club, has been established. The books can 
ag caon home aig goembers. 

Sing now to the scheme of socia] phil- 
anthropy in the club, we touch che. oat 
potent influences: of the league’s great 
work, and yet, at the same time, what is 
more elusive and difficult of classification. 

Occupying its own home, open always for 
use by its members, with class work going 
on constantly and tea served everv day 
from 4 to 5:30, beside a monthly reception 

of informal character, to which members 
| can bring their friends, all this gives to the 

social life of the league a distinct and all- 
Spervading vitality. he humblest begin- 
ner is brought into easy contact with the 
best and most successful women of her 
profession. She feels the <stimulation of 
right endeavor, she wears a pin mosale in 
its egniicance. which she must preserve 
the right to 0 She is a unit in thé 
great professional world, not an unnoticed 
Straw. drifting aimlessly with the current 
Six hundred women stand about her, !»- 
terested in her conduct and her work. H® 
self-respect is fostered, her ambition 
quickened and her heart touched. Neces- 
Fary and telling as needs must be the 
financial and educational philanthropy of 
the Professional Woman's League, nefther 
can compare in lasting and far-reaching re-

the league, discarding all smaller ambi- 
tions, will but hold fast to the one great 
principle of educating all classes of women

A FINE CLAIM. 


THE MAP WAS MARKED WRONG 


He Made a Filing. and Was Finally 
Awarded a Claim That Is Worth 
$4000 as It Stands. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Nov. 30.—It is reported 

here that W. E. Franklin of Soutn Haven 
township, Sumner county, Kansas, was 
luckier in the El Reno drawing for lands 
in more senses than one. According to the 
story, he has secured one of the finest 
claims in the El Reno district, after get- 
ting a number in the drawing so high up 
and near the end that there wae little ieft 
worth filing on, apparently, when his time 
came. Just as he was leaving El Reno, 
having made up his mind to throw up his 
chance altogether, he got a tip that there 
was a valuable claim on the Washita bot- 
tums that had been covered up on the fand 
office map He found, on investigation, 
that the land had been marked off on the 
map as an Indian allotment, but close scru- 
weg showed it had been done in a different 
nk. 
He demanded to see the records of the 
office. They showed no entry against the 
land whatever. He offered a filing, which 
was rejected, and immediately tobk an ap- 
peal to the department at Washington. Con- 
gressmen Long and Curtis were. Induced to 
see that his appeal received prompt atten- 
tion, and in a short time he received no- 
tice from the secretary of the interior that 
the land was ciear and his filing would be 
allowed. ; 

Mr. Franklin took the first train for El 
Reno, made his filing, and on going out to 
see the claim found he had secured 187 acres 
of choice bottom land, lying in a bend of 
the Washita river. It had several dugouts 
and foundations for houses upon it, where 
people had settled on it the night of Oct. 5. 

Mr. Franklin says the land as it stands 
is easily worth $4000 and is sa eable at these 
figures. The claim would have gone among 
the first hundred or so taken had it not 
been covered up. ‘

NO’ RAIN FOR SIX MONTHS 


TABLECLOTHS AND NAPKINS 
GIVE WAY TO OILCLOTH. 
No Water for Laundry’ Purposes and 
Barely. Enough of the Most 
Impure, for Drinking 
Purposes. 


From a Post-Dispatch Staff Correspondent. 
PILOT GROVE, Mo., Nov. 29.—This week 
a young woman who had spent the sum- 
mer and fall in St. Louls returned to her 
Pilot Grove home. Her people are among 
the most prosperous in Cooper County. 
When she entered the dining room she 
was amazed to find an oil cloth covering 
the tabble which was set for dinner. No im- 
maculate white linen was visible. Never 


in her life had she seen the family board 
guiltless of linen. The. plebeian. oil cioih 
shocked her sensibilities. Her pister ob- 
served her amazement and snulecl. 

‘That ofl cloth,"' she said, “tells eloquent- 
ly the story of the drouth.’’ 

“In what way?’ inquired the girl from 
the city. : 

‘It is an ever-present reminder that we 
have not enough water to wash tablecioths, 
therefore, we have to use the oil cloth. 
One can wipe it off with a damp cloth (if 
one finds. mvisture enough to damper the 
cloth), and it-does fairly well; but linen re- 
quires water, much water, which we have 
not had since early in the summer.” 
When the girl from St. Louls sat down to 
the fainily board she involuntarily made a 
reach for a napkin. It wasn’t there. 

“The same rule applies to na kins,”’ ex- 
plained the sister. ‘“‘We hdven@ had one 
on the table for three months, except two 
or three times when com 
then it cost us great distress to spare the 
water to launder them.”’ 

“I gee,”’ said the city sister. ‘Well, I 
won't expect any finger bow!ls.”’ 

This is but one incident of the kind that 
may have happened in many Cooper County 
families. serves to show, in a measure, 
the severity of the drouth. But there are 
other indications. 

It rained here a few days ago. That was 
the first downpour of any consequence since 
early last spring. 

“The last rain was a snow,” facetiously 
remarked Farmer Charles Stites, who 

ust driven to Coon creek, two miles fromm 
is home, to haul a few barrels of stag- 
nant water from the one lone pool still wet 
in the creek bed. 

Tales are told here of the scarcity of wat- 
er that sound fishy to the outsider. But the 
fishiness disappears when one sojourns for 
a few days amongst these splendid central 
Missourians and realizes to whdt straits 
they are put to obtain water and the many 
privations which they suffer In cheerfylness 
because the gates of heaven have not let 
loose their floods.

the ever-welling wells? Do they not still 
give forth their sparkling flow? Nay, veri- 
ly, not in this part of the state. 

If any person living within ten miles of 
Pi.,ot Grove should hear of a spring not 
dried up or a well still producing, the fact 
would be concealed as the discoverer of 
gold conceals his mine uniil such time as 
hé can file on the claim. 

“If there should be a spring with real 
water discovered in my neighborhood,”’ said 
Mr. Stites, ‘and that means anywhere 
within half a dozen miles, there would be 
a rush for it like a run on a bank. The 
Klondike rush would be as nothing. We 
can do without gold, but where is the man 
who can do without water?” 

The experience of Mr. Stites may be in- 
stanced to show the general conditions. 
He and his mother have a combined farm 
of 450 acres, two miles from Pilot Grove. 
There has not been a drop of water on 
the place, except what has been hauied, 
for four months. 

There were several cisterns, all of which 
went dry. The living wells died next—not 
a drop of flow. Then the springs that burst 
from the hillsides disappeared, and only the 
most practiced eye can detect their former 
places of habitation. 

There are half a dozen big stock ponds 
en the farm, and a fish pond that was 
stocked with fine bass and other swimmers 
from the state-hatcheries. 

The ponds dried up early, and the mud at 
the bottom of them soon changed into a 
cracked-clay surface almost as hard as 
bricks. By the middle of the summer there 
was not a drop of water on the place. 

The big fish pond was one of the last to 
disappear. When at length the waters had 
evaporated, the bed of the pond was cov- 
ered with dead fish a foot deep: For sani- 
tary reasons this refuse had to be hauied 
away and burned. 

When all the water was exhausted Mr. 
Stites began hauling from Coon creek. The 
creek, which never before was known to 
lose its rippling flow, soon sank into the 
sands and only here and there a pool was 
visible. 

Farmera for many miles procured their 
water supply at the Coon creek pools, and 
finally the creek was reduced to one pool 
of stagnant water. 

From this pool all the farmers took all 
the water they used for drinking and cook- 
ing and for their stock until a week ago, 
a the welcome rain gave them a very 
limited supply of pure watet. 

The horses and cattle took the water 
as it came from the pool. The portion 
reserved for drinking and cooking purposes 
was boiled and hung out over night to cool. 
It was literally hung out—placed in pails 
and suspended from the branches of trees, 
so that pigs and chickens could not forage 
from it. 

Many a farmer during the past three 
months has visited this Coon creek pool 
with his water barrels and found a herd 
of eats. driven thither by the owner, 
standing in the water drinking. 

The farmer with the barrels would wait 
until the cattle were driven out and then 

rmit the water to settle somewhat be- 
ore on his barrels. This water, which 

ad an or which could be discerned W 
feet. was used for drink by man and beast— 


being boiled, as stated, for the human pal- 
ate. 

During the summer Mr. Stites employed 
his time and that of his hired men chiefly 
in digging the ponds deeper. With teams 
and scrapers the men cieaned out every 
dried-up pond, deepening each, so that 
there would be water without stint when 
at last the rains should come. 

The wells and cisterns also were cleaned 
out and repaired. At the house and barns 
every availiable barrel was recaulked and 
placed on end, with water spouts leading 
thereto, that water might be caught when 
it rained. Every tub and other receptacle 
that would held water was put into readi- 
ness for — showers that never came ufn- 
til last week. 

The hot eun warped ths . barrels, the 
hoops fell off, and- the. etaves tuffibled 
down. That merely mader more: work’ for 
the workers, who became coopers as \wéll 
as farmers. i 

“You see we live in Cooper County,” re- 
marked Mr. Stites. 5 

The pe! aby me farmer — a Wa at 
a point on the farm where he thought .vere 
was a water proswect. He struck it, but 
the liquid was so vile that neither human 
nor brute could use it: Mr. Stites now 
hopes that he has struck ol indications, or 
perhaps natural gas. 

When last week's rain came there was 
just enough of it to make itself visible in 
the bottom of one of the stock ponds, 
which had beén. rolled thharder than the 
others and therefore held the water better. 
The thirsty cattle, which had not had a 
spear of grass or green food for months 
and no water except the Coon creek slime, 
stood by the pond without any excitement, 
They made no rush for the water. They 
had forgotten what it was. 

The sight of water in a pond, to these 
bovines that had been drinking sparingly 
out of.a wooden bucket all summer, was 
a thing not retained in their memories. 

Mr. Stites and his men were obliged to 
drive the cattle into the pond and splash 
water into their faces before they rcog- 
nized the liquid. Then they drank geply. 
As to Monte Cristo, the world was cheirs. 

In the barnyard, where the fowls abide, 
there was an amusing scene during the 
downpour. Hundreds of chickens had sur- 
vived the d-outh. Chickens are not great 
drinkers, @ way. They had not seen 
rain for so .ong that they did not know 
enough to get in out of the wet. The big 
pullets flopped about in the rain, exercis- 
ing their wings and letting the moisture 
soak into every pore. Some were nearly 
drowned, but all were happy. Fate could 
not harm them; it ‘had rained. 


Water Famine 
in the City. 


Here in town the water famine had en 
almost aS severe as in the farming dis- 
tricts.. The two drive wells which sup- 
plied the town after all the private wells 
and cisterns dried up went the way of 
all water two months ago, and since that 
time the townspeople have been hauling 
water. 
Grove men have been on the water wagon 
this year than ever. 

The pastor of a Presbyterian church a 
few miles out in the country declares that 
nearly all his feminine congregation haz 
been absent for a dozen Sundays. 

The incident of the oilcloth and the nap- 
kinless dinner partially explains this. The 
girls have not been able to find enoygh 
water to launder their Sunday-go-to-meet- 
in’ clothes. One wearing soiled their white 
skirts and shirtwaists, and after that they 
remained at home instead of going to 
church. 

The gentle reader may decline to credit 
this, but one cari find dozens of pretty 
farmers’ daughters in Cooper County who 
naively acknowledge that such is the ex- 
planation of their non-attendance = at 
church. 

And the men—well, old Farmer William 
Slocum, who lives away back, has a son 
who is more or less of a dresser. He re- 
marked over the fence the other day: 

“IT ain't had on a b'iled shirt sence the 
Fourth o' July, so help mé.”’ 

These are a few of the hitherto untold 
pr re of the drouth ‘In central Mis- 
souri. 

Here is one that sounds like a. comedy, 
but it is a tragedy, all the same: 

The young woman from 8t. Lauis, men- 
tioned at the beginning of this most vera- 
cious narrative, said today: 

“T notice that the folks at home, when 
they wash their hands, pour the water into 
a vessel for preservation, instead of throw- 
ing it away. Dish water also—and water 
is used but opera y. for this purpose—goes 
into this receptacie."’ 

“And what do they do with this water?” 

‘They give it to the chickens.” 
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Although Walsh has served during two

SARDOU THINES THE GHOSTS 
PRACTICAL JOKERS. 


Messages Also Delivered to Sardou 
Which He Was Asked to Trans- 
mit to Various Persons 
About Paris. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PARIS, Nov. 30.—All Paris is talking of 
the wonderful spirit manifestations which 
are said to have appeared recently to the 
famous playwright, Victorien Sardou, espec- 
lally the vision which he declares he has 
had of:the house occupied by Mozart on the 
planet Jupiter. 

The story of theS8e manifestations is one 
which the author of ‘‘Fedora”’ is not averse 
to telling when among his friends, but he 
has steadfastly refused to talk about the 
subject for publication until he consented 
to do so the,other day to the correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

It should be mentioned in a prefactory 
way that Sardou’s mind is apparently as 
clear ang strong as ever, and that these 
are not the first experiences he has had 
with spirit phenomena. Years ago it was 
said of him that “he heard the solitude 
whisper and received presents from the 
opty darkness.’’ 

The recent manifestations began, accord- 
ing to Sardou, one evening a few weeks ago 
wnen he was working on a new play at his 
desk. His mind was engrossed with his 
task and Wothing was further from his 
thoughts than spiritualism. 

Suddenly the electric lights went out and 
up again three times. ‘The intermittence 
was distinct and apparently deliberate and 
purposeful. 

Then a bouquet of white roses, perfectly 
fresh and uncrumpled, was thrown from 
the ceiling before him on his desk. 

To the flowers was attached a card bear- 
ing the name of a young woman who died 
many years ago and for whom Sardou 
used to feel a sort of paternal affection. | 
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| VICTORIEN SARDOU. 
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The dramatist immediately construed the 
light signal and the offering of the bouquet 
as marks of aparonents spirit manifestu- 
tions. Calling the lady by name he asked 
half aloud: 

‘Vo you wish to talk to me?’

JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 30.—The arrest of 
Will Mathis, Whit Owens, George Jackson 
and the negro Orlando Lester, and the con- 
viction. whic sure to follow either at the 
approaching term of the Federal or Circuit 
Court at Oxford, will bregk up the most 
desperate gang of moonshiners, counterfeit- 
ers and lawbreakers generally that ever 
cursed a community. For years this gang 
has run things with e high hand in the 
Delay neighborhood of Lafayette County, 
terrorized the respectable part of the com- 
munity into silence and seeming @cquies- 


ence, and linked with it all the desperate 
characters in the vicinity. The intimida-

Were Rich Once, but Are Now Adepts 
at Showing That It Is “Cheaper 
to Move Than to Pay Rent.” 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 30.~In the pres- 
ent whereabouts of two women—one aged, 
feeble and crippled; the other young and 
pretty—several,. hundred persons in Phila- 
delphia are interested. They are wanted 
by real estate agents, apartment-house 
managers, boarding-house keepers and 
tradesmen of every description, who regard 
them as two of the cleverest exponents of 
the theory that “it is cheaper to move than 
pay rent’ that ever madé this city their 


field of operations. They have had many 
narrow escapes from going to prison, but 
have for three years in which they have 
been living on nothing a _ year either made 
off before the police could get them or been 
freed by some ‘echnicality of the law. 
Little is known of the early history of 
he women. Eleven years ago they went 
under the names of Mrs. Landreth, a 
widow, her daughter, Clara. At that time 
they had plenty of money, being the own- 
ers of valuable real estate in the southern 
rt of the city. They lived on the fat ot 
Be. land for a time, ending each year 
much more than their income. In an in- 
eredibly short time they had squandered 
not only the interest but principal, hovse 
after house being mortgaged to the limit 
and.allowed to go under the sheriff's ham- 
er when the time for payment arrived. 
uring this season of abundance, however, 
the women established a firm basis for 
their credit and a reputation for integrity 
on which they have lived ever since. 
Part of this time of plenty they lived in 
‘s ndsome count house at Jenkintown, 
g a rental of $175 a month. When 
their money was all gone and they beg*n 
thelr career of fraud the names of the 
owner and agent of this house, together 
with those of the tradespeople in the neigh- 
borhood. were given as references when 
their credit was questioned. These men are 
widely known, and as they had nothing to 
say at the time against the financial stand- 
ing of their former tenants and customers 
their names proved levers by which the 
two women raised many a dollar. 


Change Names

PAL OF "BLACK JACK 


PERSISTENTLY HUNTED BY RAIL- 
WAY DETECTIVES. 


DENVER, Colo., Nov. 30.—It has been 
definitely decided that the mysterious man 
whom sheriffs have been following in Ari- 
zona is not George W. Franks, the much- 
sought surviving member of the ‘Black 
Jack’’ gang. The man has been declared 
by reputable citizens not to be the famous 
desperado. 

Franks is now as far from jail as he has 
been in all of his notorious career as a 
bandit. 

It was believed from reports received by 
Special Agent Reno of the Col@rado & 
Southern, that a man who was fleeing 
through the mountains in Arizona was 
franks. The description of the man tallied 
with that of Franks and several who had 
geen the man declared that he was the 


desperado. Sheriffs sent out posses and a 
special agent of the Colorado & Southern 
joined in the chase. 

The pursuit has been given up as cir 
cumstantial evidence gathered shows that 
the man is not Franks Who he is and 
why he is hiding out in the mountains is 
no particular concern of the Colorado & 
Southern and therefore this phase of the 
case is not to be investigated. 

George W. Franks is a veritable will-o’- 
the-wisp for Mr. Reno. The special agent 
has successfully rounded up, with assist- 
ance, every member of the “Black Jack”’ 
gang except Franks, and all his energies 
are now bent on capturing this sole surviv- 
or of the gang. Dozens of clues have been 
followed and each has proved false. 

At one time it was believed that “Bill’’ 
Carver, killed by a deputy sheriff at Sa- 
pulpa, N. M., was Franks, but this was 
proven false. It was also reported that 
Franks was in Albuqurque, and this, like 
all the others, was soon discredited. 

Some hope is now entertained that 
‘Billy’’ Kilpatrick, under arrest in 8t. 
Louis for compiicity in the Great North- 
ern train robbery, may be prevailed upon 
to shed some light on ranks’ where- 
abouts.

FUTURE PLANS HAVE NOT BEEN 
ANNOUNCED. 


Jf Conditions Arise to Warrant It, 
However, Some of the Vessels 
May Be Diverted to 
New York. 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov., 30.—Prelim- 
fnaries for inaugurating the new steamship 
line between Philadelphia and Sabine Pass, 
Tex., for the carrying of fuel oil in bulk, 
have been practically completed, and the 
first vessel] of the fleet is now on her way 
to this port from Lorain, O., where she 
has been converted into a tank steamer. 

The vessel is the lake-built steamship 
Paraguay. She was last reported at Og- 
densburg, N. Y., where she stopped to get 
her papers changed. She is due here the 
latter part of this coming week. 

The promoters of this new line are Col. 
J. M. Guffey of Pittsburg, who is interested 
in the development of the Texas oil wells. 
and other capitalists, representing the oil 
operators of the Lone Star state. Their 
scheme is not only to bring petroleum here 
for domestic use, but also to invade the 
markets of Europe. 

From developments of the past week it 
appears that the new company will begin 
operations with five vessels at least, and 
from indications at present in another year 
will own a fleet of tankers. 

The list now includes the steamship J. 
M. Guffey, formerlv the M. 8S. Dallor, built 
for service on the Pacific coast, now under- 
going extensive alterations in the shipyard 
of the American Shipbuilding Co. in — 
den: the recently purchased steamship Par- 
weruay, the barges Loyalty and Liberty, 
built on the Great Lakes, and the steam- 
ship Major Barrett. which formerly ran be- 
tween this port and »ston carrying coal 
tar.

Dewey, Miles, Long, Root

PHILADELPHIA, Pa. Nov. 30.— 
Theodore Roosevelt, the President of 
the United States leaped a fence today 
while 25,000 persons cheered until they 
could not see straight. 

It was not much of a fence, a boy 
could have cleared it, but it was.the mo- 


‘tive back of the act that made the hit 
with the crowd. 


The army and navy were battling 
for supremacy oon the football 
field of old Penn., the army finaily 
winning by a score of 11 to 5 by the 
prowess of a young man named Daly, 
and when the strenuous young man who 
is the chief of both of these great arms 
of the government found the fence an 
obstruction to his better view of the con- 
test, he leaped it. 

The President and his staff had ar- 
rived and by previous arrangement had 
taken his seat in the box provided for 
him on the side of the field given over to 
the occupation of the Annapolis boys and 
their cohort. Of course, there was a 
terrible to do over his arrival, while the 
navy band was blowing itself in- 
side out and the naval goat 
was turning flip-flops all over 
the field until one thought it was, 
his special privilege to stare at the Presi- 
dent and prevent others from getting 
within speaking range. 


PRESIDENT WELL GUARDED. 
A.half dozen Philadelphia politicians 
and nearly half a hundred Philadelphia 
policemen had massed around the Presi- 
dent, his party and secret service men by 
the dozen were ali over the place. 
Everybody had done eyerything that 
came for him to do except one young 
man on the Annapolis team. The advent 
of his commander-in-chief had not wor- 
ried him very much.

One young man received a 
presidential hug and another a_ poke 
in the ribs that he probably remembered 
after supper, but for which he was none 
the less proud and happy.

Thus sang the West Point cadets when 
they assembled on Franklin Field this af- 
ternoon and the words of the song were 
prophecy which wag fulfilled. 

It was the army’s day and Daly was the 
wonder who sent the West Point flag wav- 
ing in the air in a very frenzy of joy, and 
caused the overthrow of ‘the ‘‘Middies” in 
the hardest fought battle on any gridiron 


this season. He made all the points won 
by his club, doing it sensationally. 

This struggle was the third since the 
army and navy cadets were permitted to 
resume football relations, and for the sec- 
ond time the boys from along the Hudson 
triumphed over the sailors from the banks 
of the Severn.’ A victory was looked for 
by the army, but the middies put up such 
a stubborn resistance and played so suc- 
cessfuJly on the offense that up to the very 
last minute the isue was in doubt. 

The beef, the brawn and the brains of 
the army met the skill and the stamina and 
the strategy of the navy, and not until 
timie had expired and the whistle blown was 
it certain that the West Pointers had re- 
trieved the defeat of 1900. p 


25,000 SAW THE GAME. 

Twenty-five thousand persons, seated in 
stands which entirely encircled the grid- 
iron, witnessed the battle. The army ca- 
dets and their friends were on the south 
side. the naval cadets and their followers 
on the north stand, with the Pennsylvania 
students and the general public occupying 
the side pevilions. 

It was a crowd such as never gathered 
before at an athletic event. More dis- 
tinguished folk, more makers of this coun: 
try’s history in war and in peace were 
gathered there than at any similar occasion 
of this kind. Every branch of the govern- 
ment, national, state and civil, was rep- 
resented from’ the President down to the 
Jack Tar, who proudly came on the field 
carrying a goat, as the mascot of his team, 

One of the happiest, most interested and 
most enthusiastic of the immense crowd 
was President Roosevelt, who, when as- 
sistant secretary of the navy, was the prin- 
cipal factor in having these teams resume 
their warfare on the gridiron. Gen. Miles, 
the head of the army, was there, so was 
George Dewey, 
in the navy. Then, too, looked down on the 
field the commandants of the two acade- 
mies, Col. Mills of West Point and Lieut. 
Wainwright of Annapolis. In the center 
of the north stand sat Secretary Long, 
while across the field the leading figure of 
the army's side was Secretary Elihu Root, 
who cheered valiantly for the West Point 
team. Other members of the President’s 
cabinet were present, while generals, col- 
onels and majors of the army, commodores 
and captain and lieutenants of the navy 
were there by the dozen. 


ARMY THE FAVORITE. 

The game was worthy of such distin- 
guished onlookers. Before the ball was put 
in play the experts said the army was a 6 
to 1 shot, and bets were made accgrdingly. 
ive minutes after the team had lined up, 
-he odds began to drop, and long before the 
first half had ended the middies had put up 
such an almost perfect defense and such a 
magnificent offense that the prophets were 
pushed into the background, 

It was seen that the army had met its 
equal, and that it was anybody's game. 
Up and down the field the teams struggled, 
one minute the army sending its followers 
into a delirium of joy by some unexpected 
well-executed play which gained yards of 
territory; the next minute the followers of 
the middies would be on their feet, yelling 
like mad, singing songs, waving flags and 

owing hats and caps in the air, as one of 
their players dashed through the opposition 
line& or around the end and recovered the 
ground so recently lost. 

It was Princeton's style of play, as taught 
at Annapolis, against formations of Yale, 
as drilled into the West Pointers. Both 
methods of attack were successful only for 
short intervals. 

‘The first balf mainly consisted of a few 
short gains by one side or the other, and 
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to kick. In this Belknap was aided largely 
by having the wind at his back, and the 
middies made gvod use of the advantage 
while it lasted. 

The numerous punts gave an opportunity 
for some very spectacular playing, bringing 
the spectators to their feet time and again 
by wonderful runs or tackles. Very few 
punts were muffed, and the takling was the 
hardest and cleanest imaginable. 


HONORS WERE EVEN. 

West Point’s ends, Farnsworth and Mc- 
Andrews, seldom permitted an Annapolis 
player to move out of his tracks after the 
ball was caught. The middies were almost 
equally successful in getting down the 
field under kicks. 

Honors were even when the teams left 
the fleld for the intermission, but in less 
than half a minute after play was resumed 
the greatest play of the game, and a de- 
cisive orfe, turned the tide of victory into 
the army's channel. This was a 100-yard 
run by Daly, which swamped the hopes of 
the middies as completely as though they 
had been struck by a tidal wave. 

Catching the ball from the kickoff on his 
own 10-yard line, without any interference, 
without the slightest assistance from any 
of his team mates, the famous ex-Harvard 
captain dashed up the field. Chalk mark 
after chalk mark was quickly left behind 
by him. One middy after another was suc- 
cessfully dodged and he had reached mid- 
field with full speed up and with a clear 
road to the goal before the spectators could 
realize what was going on, or the middies 
could capture their scattered wits and start 


jin pursuit. 


The pursuit, however, was hopeless. 

On and on Daly sped with the ball safely 
tucked under his arm, and when he crossed 
the goal Jine, amid a hurricane of cheers 
from the army stand, not a middy was in 20 
yardg of him. After that the army played 
it safe. Whenever they got the ball they 
made little effort to run ft, and Daly would 
kick on the first down. 


NAVY NOT DISCOURAGED. 

Apparently unaffected by either the touch- 
down, or these tactics, Annapolis went in 
and fought with the courage of Spartans 
and the strength of so many giants. They 
pushed the pigskin back of the army’s 
goal 

Several times they phebéabed in carrying 
the ball well into their opponents’ terri- 
tory, and once they held it, while short’ line 
bucks by Adams, Nichols, Land and’ Frayer 
had gained 60 yards, only, however, to lose 
it on downs within 30 yards of the army's 
goal. This was the greatest. series of 
ground-gaining plays of the day. 

Never before have so many long, spec- 
tacular and hair-raising runs, been wit- 
nessed on Franklin fileld. 
Nel'y made one of 35, Casad one of 55 and 
Daly one of 100. The heroes of Annapolis, 
in this respect, were Nichols and Land, 
with a 30-yard dash each: McNair, with a 
wonderful dodging, twisting, serpent sprint 
of 40 yards and Freyer, with another of 50 
yards. 

Casad's run was the primary cause of 
West Point's field goal, which Daly kicked, 
and McNair’s wriggling, squirming dash 
through the army team was followed short- 
ly afterwards by a touchdown by the mid- 
dies, for to the ground gained by the ad- 
miral’s son there were added two end runs 
by Freyer, which netted a total of 25 yards. 

The latter’s plays put the ball on the 
army’s seven-yard line, and then there was 
witnessed the most stubborn resistance and 
most aggressive, determined and desperate 
plunges by Annapolis. It took five plays to 
send the ball over the line, and the first 
down, inside the five-yard line, was only 
gained by an inch. 


END RUNS WERE FEW. 


End runs were few and far between. 
Trick plays were left alone to West Point 
and these succeeded about as well as the 
Spanish flet did against Dewey's squadron. 
Twice fake kicks resulted in losses of from 
five fo 10 yards, and the second failure 
caused the army to leave out such tactics. 

Every seat in every stand was filled be- 
fore the game began. The cadets occupied 
the middle of their section and sent rolling 
back and forth cheers and songs, some- 
times in defiance, and at others in praise, 
for their rivals. First West Point chéered 
the navy; then the navy returned the com- 
pliment and*finally both stood up and sang 
the “Army Blue.”’ 

The ovation to President Roosevelt and 
his cabinet had scarcely subsided when the 
teams came on the field. The navy appeared 
first, and the sea of blue and gold flags in 
the north stand waved them a welcome, 
while their band blared and the cadets gave 
the academy yell with all the power they 
could put into their strong !ungs. Ten 
minutes later the army lads rolled:« and 
tumbled on the fleld and West Point went 
mad with joy. 

For the first 10 minutes of play almost 
absolute silence reigned over the fleld. The 
tension of the long weeks’ and months’ 
awaiting hifi atTmost reached the snapping 
point, but the navy's flerce and successfui 
work at the start had surprised even their 
own supporters and stunned the rooters for. 
West Point. 

Once a yell broke out, however, there was 
little cessation to the noise, and at times it 
seemed as if each academy was trying to 
outdo the other in lung power as well as 
gridiron ability. 

FIFTY-FIVE-YARD RUN. 

Capt. Casad of West Point broke the spel! 
with his run of 55 yards through the center 
of the middies’ line. Once he had a clear 
field in front of him, but Freyer came up 
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PRESIDENT WALKS BETWEEN TWO

PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 
dent fooled Philadelphia. Everyone expect- 
ed him to arrive at the Broad street sta- 
tion. That is everyone but those who had 
previouslly been notified of his plans. ‘The 
result was that the great shed of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad was choked hours before 
the: presidential train arrived. Passengers 
on incoming and outgoing local trains had 
to fight their way through a perfect mob. 
While all this was going on in the heart of 
town, President Roosevelt and his party 
had stopped at Fourth street station, a 
little jumping off place over on the west 
side of the Schuylkill river. This place 
is surrounded by chemical works and ill- 
smelling oil plants. Over on the brow 
of the hill is the almshouse and the city’s 
wards crowded the hillsides to see the dis- 
tinguished guests alight from the train. 
The police had received the word and were 
on hand in great force, being stalwart fel- 
lows, spick and span in new brass but- 
tons and white gloves. They lin@i the 
platform and crowded close up when the 
train came to a standstill. 

The President was one of the first to 
alight. Cheery, strong and eager, he leaped 
to the platform, saluted the policemen on 
duty and marched quickly to the stairway. 
Philadelphia’s finest, selected for the task, 
stood stately and silent, but as the Presi- 
dent passed them each face broke into a 
smile, and remarks, such as: “He's the 
real thing, is Teddy,’ ran up and down 
the line. 

The President was attired in frock coat 
and striped trousers. He wore the typical 
low collar and black four-in-hand necktie. 
The slouch hat surmounted all. 


POLICE REGULATIONS STRICT. 


The police regulations were so strict that 
no one got nearer than 50 feet of the Presi- 
dent. but secret service men were always 
in clase proximity to him. 

Two solid lines of policemen stretched 
from the special train all the way up the 
hill to the gates of the field, and no one 
was allowed to go within the lines or to 
the train, several policemen being sta- 
tioned on the railroad tracks near the three 
cars. 

Not even newspapers reporters were al- 
lowed by the police to enter the lines or 
to approach the cars used by the Presiden- 
tial party, The others in the President's 
party consisted of General and Mrs. Leon- 
ard Wvod, Mrs. Douglas Robinson and her 
daughter, Dr. and Mrs. Rixey, Secretary 
and Mrs. Cortelyou, Assistant Secretary 
Loeb and Col. Bingham, superintendent of 
public buildings and grounds.

ENJOYED THE OVATION. 


The President's progress to Franklin field, 
which is easily in sight of the station, was 
one continued ovation and the Presi- 
dent enjoyed every foot of it. He laughed 
and smiled like a boy and chatted with 
those near him. 

“This is a phase of diplomacy new to the 
corps,”” he said to Secretary Cortelyou 
when the party entered Franklin Field, 
round which nestles the buildings of old 
Pennsylvania, and headed for the navy side 
in the north stands. The navy got up bode 
ily and gave their chief a welcome that 
echoed and re-eoched across the field. 

“Hail to the Chief’ was in everybody's 
mind and mightily they hailed him. It was 
then 1:40, and when the thousands who at 
that hour packed every inch of seating 
space realized that the nation’s chief ex- 
ecutive was really on hand they settled 
down to enjoy the game and cheer their 
favorites. 

The other box occupants on the navy side 
were Secretary Long, Commander Wain- 
wright, Admiral Dewey, Col. R. 8S, Thomp- 
son, L. F. Loree, president of the B. & O.

Again and again was this repeated as the 
teams once more Ifned up for the kickoff. 
Both resumed the fray with undaunted 
vigor and courage. Their blood had now 
reached the seething point and both were 
given all the encouragement possible by 
their enthusiastic followers. 

The strain was too much for even the 
President and he left his box and, with 
Secretary Long and Lieut, Wainwright, 
went to a bench on the field, where he 
could get closer to the scene of strife. 


ARMY’S JOY BRIEF. 


The army's joy was short-lived, and the 
triumph of the middies was near at hand. 
Five minutes after West Point had scored, 
the runs of McNair and Freyer had evened 
up matters, and the middies had crossed the 
so well-defended goal line of «their rivals. 
Then the navy stand went wild, and Presi- 
dent Roosevelt turned to the spectators 
and waved-his hands and grinned with 
such hearty approval that every tooth in 
his mouth was exposed to view. 

The battle went on with the issue ever in 
doubt. It was a fair field and no favors 
were asked by either side. Hard, but clean, 
football was witnessed and when the game 
was over it would have been impossible to 
tell from the ch which side had won, 
except that the” ‘army players gathered

Then the parade was resumed and once 
more the West Pointers marched com- 
pletely around the gridiron, their second 
appearance at the middies’ section was 
greeted by the unfurling of a banner show- 
ing the scores made in the football con- 
tests between the two institutions. Right 
well both battalions greeted this remem- 
brance of bygone struggles. The navy be- 
cause on it was inscribed four victories for 
Annapolis and but two defeats, and West 
Point because they knew that on it there 
would now be inscribed: ‘1901—West Point 
Won, 11 to 6.”’ 

After this both battalions gathered in the 
center of the fleld and gave the yells for 
their respective academies before marching 
from the gridiron.

Boats, and Most of the Im- 
periled Persons Were 
Rescued. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Cal., Nov. 30.—Prob- 


ably 20, possibly 30 persons were drowned 
in the bay tonight. 


The ferryboat San Rafael was in collision 
with the ferryboat Sausalito off Alcatraz 
island shortly after 7 o'clock. The San 
Rafael was so badly damaged that she 
sank three-quarters of an hour later, after 


drifting hopelessly out towards the Golden 
Gate. 


Most of her passengers were rescued 
by the Sausalito, which stood by until her 


sister vessel went down. 


The accident occurred in the densest fog 
that has enveloped the bay in months, 
The San Rafael put.out from her slip at 


6:45 o'clock with 200 passengers. 


When off Alcatraz Island, about three 


miles from: the ferry slip, the collison oc- 
curred. The Sausalito was incoming. What 
caused the disaster is not yet known. Both — 
steamers kept their whistles blowing con-. 
stantly. 


Passengers on the Sausalito said 
that they beileved the San Rafael to be 
passing on their port bow when suddenly 
she loomed up out of the fog directly ahead 
of the Sausalito. 

Both captains attempted by a sudden 
shifting of their wheels to avoid a colli- 
sion, but they were too late. The steamers 
came together with a tremendous crash, 
the prow of the Sausalito penetrating the 
San Rafael near her bow. The San Rafael 
began to fill rapidly. 


Went Down 
Bow First. 

Three quarters of an hour after the cole 
lision the San Rafael lurched and went 
down, bow first. There were at-that time 
still a number of passengers aboard—how 
many is not known. 

One rescued suburbanite estimated that 
from thirty to forty went down with the 
ship.

Passenger’s Story 
of Collision.

Hackett could not gain on the next play, 
and West Point’ was forced to return the 
ball down the field again into Annapolis’ 
territory by punting. 

CATCHES DALY’S PUNT.. 

McNair, the navy quarterback, who 
played in the backfield, caught Daly’s 40- 
yard punt and was thrown at midfield. 
Then the navy lined up for another suc- 
cession of gains, using a tackle back for- 
mation in which Right Tackle Adams was 
taken from the line and placed just in 
front of Left Halfback Fryer. 

The three backs, Land, Nichols and Fry- 
er, kept practically the position of an ordi- 
nary lineup. Nichols made a five-yard 
gain at the line and Fryer went around 
right end for another five yards. But the 
ball went to the army on their 47-yard 
line for downs. 

Then the army started to rush the ball 
back. Bunker was taken out of the line 
and put in a tackle back formation, which 
resembled the one used by Harvard. Ca- 
sad made seven yards on this formation 
and Bunker added three. The ball was ad- 
vanced three yards further in two tries, and 
toa avoid losing it on downs the army 
punted. 


Nair caught the ball on Annapolis’ 33-yard 
line. Annapolis, in five successive rushes, 
carried the ball less than 10 yards, and 
Balknap punted to Daly on the 25-yard 
line, who made a sensational run back to 
the 48-yard line, where Land tackled him, 
The army now, by a succession of gains, 
carried the ball to the navy’s 33-yard line 
and there lost it on downs. 


CASAD MAKES GAIN. 

First Hackett took five yards around left 
end, Bunker, Hackett and Graves added 
four yards. Then Hackett made three yards 
around the left end and first down on the 
44-yard line. Casad ran around right end 
and landed on the navy’'s 40-yard line. 
Bunker was sent at the center from a 
tackle back formation, but Belknap, Fretz 
and Carpenter were playing low and the 
play was stopped as Bunker tried to hurdle 
the line, Nichols pulled him down. 

The navy cheered vociferously. Then 
Graves made first down and fell at the 
37-yard line. Bunker dove into left tackle 
for four yards. Graves hit*the line for a 
short gain, the navy defense braced up and 
on the next play the army lost two yards.

The sun threw long shadows across the 
field as the players stalked up and down.

30-yard line. Daly dropped back and tried 
a fake kick, which lost nine yards. Then 
Casad was sent around right end to make 
up the loss, but Soule followed him around 
from the other énd and caught him from 
behind on the navy’'s 33-yard line, where 
the ball was given to the army on downs. 


BOTH SIDES RUSH BALL. 

The game continued for somé time on 
these lines, both sides rushing the ball with 
fair success until compelled to put or losing 
it to the other side on downs. Neither side's 
goal was in danger. 

The first sensational play of the game was 
the long run by Casad. Daly had caught a 
45-yard punt of Belknap’s on the army's 
80-yard line. The army gained a few yards 
by rushing, and then Cagsad ran 60 yards 
around the right and, with a clear field, 
Fryer overtook him from behind § and 
brought him down by a pretty tackle on the 
navy’s 20-yard line. 

It was the army's chance to score, but 
their offensive was not strong enough to 
overcome the desperate defensive of the 
navy. It was here that it began to be ap- 
parent that if the army were to win the 
game is was because they had Daly, for 
the navy, with the exception of Daly at 
quarterback, were perceptibly the stronger 
in every particular. 

The army carried the ball down to the 15- 
yard line In a series of desperately fought 
rushes, during which Farnsworth was hurt, 
and time had to be taken out.

Here the navy 
took the ball over by steady rushing. 
Fryer, Adams, Nichols and Land took the 
ball to within two feet of the goal line, and 
on the next play Nichols galloped over the 
center for a touchdown, 10 yards to the 
right of the goal post the ball was brought 
for a slanting try at goal. Fryer made a 
good attempt, but missed and the score 


was tied. 
NICHOLS INJURED. 

Graves kicked off, Nichols caught the ball, 
run to the 2-yard line and time was taken 
out becruse Nichole was badly hurt. 

Then the navy started in again to rush. 
Right tackle Adams was taken back into 
the interference, and right haifback Land 
was given the ball. 

Like a flash he was around the army's 
end, and nothing but Daly remained be- 
tween him and the goal line.

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her distance and Daly sent a high punt, 
which came down on the center line. Soule 
fumbled and West Point gained the ball. 

Bunker plunged into the center for two 
yards and the whistle blew for the end of 
the first half. 

The teams ran quickly off the field, at the 
southwest corner. President Roosevelt, 
who had been sitting on the navy side in a 
box opposite the center line, arose, with his 
escort, and bid good-by to the navy con- 
tingent. 

He walked across the field while the band 
played “Hail to the Chief,”’ and was wildly 
welcomed-.by the army. He took his place 
on the army side and, with this exception, 
the lineup of the two teams was unchanged 
at the beginning of the second half. The 
combination of Roosevelt and Daly was too 
much for the navy and within 10 seconds of 
the start of the second half the army had 
made the final score, which won the game 
for them. 


DALY’S LONG RUN. 

At 3:30 Belknap kicked off for the navy, 
Daly caught the ball on the 10-yard line and 
ran straight down the middle of the fleld, 
aided by pretty interference on the part of 
the army. 

He took a straight course, without any 
deviation, and by the time he reached the 
center line both teams were behind him 
and he sped down over the goal line. The 
excitement here was greater than at any 
other time during the game. During a 
steady roar of cheers the ball was brought 
out and held and Daly kicked the goal, 
making the score: West Point 11, Annapo- 
lis 5. 

There was 34 minutes and 50 seconds left 
to play the second half, and in this time 
neither the Army nor the Navy could score.

A recent Post-Dispatch told how Prof. Pickering, “in photo- 
graphing the spectrum of @ lightning flash, had discovered that 
the so-called elements were compounds. Even hydrogen: itself, 
which chemists have thought to be the element at the base of 
all the rest, and which no effort has ‘heretofore shown to be 
composite, is probably compounded of three unknown elements. 

Every new textbook on chemistry makes former works obso- 
lete in the matter of ‘“‘elements.”” The ancients knew of a score 
or so, consisting of the common metals, and such substances a8 
lime, sulphur, flint, and a few acids and alkalis. 

A generation ago, about 60 so-called elements were listed. There 
are today nearcr 80, the names of which are as strange as 
Sanscrit to the average man. How many peoplé have ever heard 
of erbium, germanium, lanthum, norwegium, samarium or 
scandium? 

And still the process of discovery goes on. The medieval seek- 
er after the philcsopher’s stone was not engaged in a more at- 
tractive or wonder-compelling search than is the modern chem- 
ist in his attempt to solve the problem of ultimate matter,

Mayor Says Committee Will 
Meet, but May Postpone 
Work a Day. 


BLAME IS TO BE PLACED 


DR. RAVOLD ANSWERS T2STTI. 
MONY OF OR. MARTIN SCHMIDT. 


He Says He Conducted Guinea Pig Ex- 
aperiments Himself and That 
Schmidt Was Not Permitted 
to Witness Them. 


The special committee, composed of May- 
or Wells and Councilmen Gibson, Spiegel- 
halter and Hoffmann, which will investi- 
gate the recent deaths of St. Louls chil- 
dren from tetanus, resulting from the use 
of infected diphtheria antitoxin, for the 
purpose of placing specifically the responsi. 
bility for the distribution of the poisonous 
serum, will meet at the City Hall tomor- 
row. 

Mayor Wells told the Post-Dispatch last 
night that he did not think the inquiry 
would begin until Tuesday, or possibly 
Wednesday. 

He gdded that every effort would be 
made to ascertain exactly where the blame 


lies. 
Coroner R. M. Funkhouser made public 
yesterday the additional testimony offered 
by Dr. Martin Schmidt, who has acted as 
assistant to Dr. Amand Ravold, the head 
of the eity bacteriological department. 
r. Schmidt testified before Corone1 
Funkhouser two weeks ago, but his state- 
ments at the time failed to throw any 
Nght on the inquiry. 
ednesday morning he went to the cor- 
oner’s office and told Dr. Funkhouser that 
he wanted to ‘tell all he knew’ regarding 
the preparation and distribution of the in- 
fected serum. 
Substantially he testified that no one con- 
nected with the city bacteriological depart- 
ment had ever tested diphtheria antitoxin 
on guinea pigs and intimated that the dis- 
tribution of poisonous serum the city 
was the result of negligence on the part of 
the bacteriological department. 


SCHMIDT EXPLAINS HIS SILENCE. 
Dr. Schmidt explained his failure to en- 
lighten the coroner at the previous inquiry 
by saying that he did not care to offend Dr. 
Ravold, with whom he was on terms of 
close personal friendship. 

“I did not, moreover,” he said, ‘“‘want to 
show disloyalty to the department: 

The Post-Dispatch presents herewith the 
leading features of Dr. Schmidt's testimony 
together with Dr. Ravold’s reply to each 


assertion: 
Dr. Schmidt opened his test®mony with 


the declaration that no experiments had 


ever been made on guinea pigs with diph- 
theria antitoxin. 

He was sure of this because he said such 
experiments could net escape his notice, 
and that he was frequently at the city 
chemist’s office from early in the morning 
until 9 or 10 o’clock at night. 

He said positively that he knew of no 
experiments made on guinea pigs with the 
serum drawn Aug. &, Sept. and Oct. 22 
In answer to this, Dr. Ravold says: 
“Among Dr. Schmidt’s duties was that 
of testing toxins on guinea pigs. 

“The records of my-department sheyr 
that he made such tests Jan. 14, June & 
July 28, Aug. 7 and Sept. 27 of this year. 
The exact circumstances connected with 
each case is tabulated on the recorda, 


RECORD SHOWS EXPERIMENTS. 

“He says no antitoxin experiments were 
made. Turning to our records again, I 
find that the serum drawn Aug. 24 was re- 
ceived at this department Aug. 28, and, the 
following day, guinea pigs were-inoculat-d. 
The record shows these pigs lived, estab- 


lishing that the serum was then in sood 
condition. 

“This particular experiment was made in 
the presence of two other employes of the 
bacteriological department. t was 
formed in a room specially set apart for 
the purpose and Dr. Schmidt cou.d not 
have known whether we did or did not 
make the experiment. He had absolutely 
nothing to do with the antitoxin except to 
pst in the tri-kresol, and I never informed 
im when an experiment was made, be- 
cause I never considered him a competent 
judge of serum, aiheugh in the prepara- 
tion of media upon which the bacilli feed 
he was one of the best men in the de- 
partment. 

“The serum drawn Sept. 30 was not test- 
ed, because it was established before we 
received it that the horse had displayed 
ry te gape of tetanus. This serum was 


ron away: 
““We made a test on guinea pigs of the 
serum drawn Oct. 23, on Oct. B® The se- 
rum had no effect on the pigs. This fact 
also is recorded. 

“It has been my custom to keep an ac- 
curate and detailed account of each case 
and this record refutes wholly the atate- 
ment Dr. Schmidt made to the coroner.” 
Dr. Schmidt testified further regarding 
the experiment with guinea pigs as Ollows: 


GUINEA PIGS AVAILABLE. 
“On June 27 we made a requisition for 
50 guinea pigs, which was never filled, be- 
cause those sent were too large and a 
higher weight than the requisition called 
for. We wanted them at a weight of 250 
grams and the ones they sent weighed 500 


grams.”’ 

Dr. Ravold: 

“It is true the guinea pigs were returned 
but the carrying out of the requisition did 
not rest with me. I ordered the pigs. Why 
we did not receive a supply after these 
were rejected I don’t know. But Dr. 
Schmidt leaves the Inference that we had 
no guinea pigs on hand at that time. It 
is a fact that we had more than 40 and 
had asked for the additional ones to be 
prepared for a possible diphtheria epidemic 
or additional cases, which always come in 
a oe » oe

The Security building reported at 10:30 
o’clock the first box full of money. The 
women on duty there asked for two more 
boxes. . j 

Fifteen minutes later, the Union Trust 
building sent for its second box, and the 
Mercantile Club followed immediately with 
a similar request. 

The first glass box was turned in from 
the Carleton building by John C. Hall at 
1:10 d’clock. ‘The contents were emptied 
and the box was returned to the building 
for refilling. 

The next glass box was received from 


the Southern Hotel. 

A $100 gold certificate was found in the 
Southern Hotel box marked, ‘‘In memory of 
Abraham Gould.’ Mr. Gould, —— his 
life, was a liberal contributor to the funds 
of the association. His friends“have per- 
petuated his generosity each year of the 
collection by substantial gifts. 

Although there were more glass boxes 
than last year, a shortage became imminent 
at 11 o’clock in the morning, and the old 
boxes in the cellar at the Mercantile Club 
were hunted up, marked and distributed. 

There were 10,000 more small round tags 
for use this year than last, but before 
night the supply became so short that they 
were given out sparingly. 

The work of counting the money_ began 
at the offices of the Business Men's League 
at 6 o’clock last night and continued until 
midnight.

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BLOWN INTO AIR 
HUM OIL SHIP 


Charles Anderson Had Nar- 
row Escape From Death, 


NAPHTHA AND OIL EXPLODED 


HE WAS HURLED 200 FEET AND 
FEARFULLY TORN. 


Floating Captain One of the Two Sur- 
vivors of the Bark Louise Ade- 
laide, Destroyed at 
Stockholm. 


Special to the Post;Dispateh, 

NEW YORK, Nov. #,--A tall mariner, of 
Stalwart frame, with a gray mustache, a 
smile on his fresh, weather-seasoned face 
and leaning upon @ heavy cane, entered 
Nelsan's Hotel, Front and Broad streets, 
and was welcomed warmly by the bartend- 
er. The two old friends had not met in 
nearly a year, and meantime Capt. Charles 
Anderson, the visitor, had undergone an 
adventure which seldom befell a man who 
survived to tell of it. 

Nearly five thousand barrels of naphtha 
and kerosene had exploded in the ship of 
which Capt. Anderson was mate, and only 


he and one other man, an A. B., were 
Saved, and they so badly torn and injured 
that for weeks and months they lay be- 
tween life and death in the Serafimess Hos- 
pital of Stockholm. 

Twelve other men--captain, cook, four 
seamen, four custom house inspeetors, a 
Ship chandler and a broker's clerk ~were 
not only blown to pleces, burned to death 
or drowned, but of the bodies of the 12 
sacrificed only five had been recovered up 
to Oct. 16, and some of those found weeks 
afterward. 


Mate Crossed 
as Passenger. 

The mate was a consular passenger on 
last week's Cunarders, but only on Wednes- 
day was he able to leave his home, No. 
631 Bergen street, Brooklyn, and limp over 
to see his friend. 

The master of craft, who Is a “floating 
captain,’’ because he som*i:mes ships as 
captain and again as mate, was born with- 
in the roar of the mighty falls of Trollbat- 
tan, Sweden, and in his thirty-one years 
the world around as man before the mast 
and navigator had never before been ship- 
wrecked. 

Thus the ‘floating captain’’ told his story: 
“I had been twenty-seven years away from 
Sweden, and when Capt. Edgar Orr of Port- 
land, after I, as master, had taken the 
barkentine Louise Adelaide from Shooter's 
island, in the Kills, to Bermuda, thence tv 
Jacksonville and thence to Philadelphia, 
offered me the berth of mate for a trip to 
Stockholm, I was only too = to accept 
the position. I drew a substantial sum 
from my bank account and bought an out- 
fit, that I might make a handsome appear- 
ance before my old neighbors. 

‘“‘We loaded with 2000 barrels of naphtha, 
2000 barrels of crude petroleum and about 
20 barrels of refined petroleum, but four 
days after leaving Cape May a nor’easter 
stripped us of our foremast above the top, 
main topmast and fore rigging. We put 
back for the coast and fetc Dutch is- 
land harbor, whence the other owners 6r- 
dered Capt. Orr, who was managing own- 
er, to tow to Portland, where new rigging 
was set up and the rig changed into that 
of a schoonet. 

‘“‘We had a good passage, with plenty of 
wind, but off the English coast the Louise 
Adelaide struck four weeks of calms and, 
hardly under headway, drifted into Stock- 
holm Bay, towed all night, a at seven 
bells of the middle watch came to anchor 
just outside the city limits with a line 
over each quarter made fast to pine trees 
on the bold rocky shore about 175 feet 
astern. The jibboom could have been run 
ashore without damage to the ae > 

“This. port anchor did not work right, and 
to this trivial circumstance I owe my life. 
We let go the starboard anchor instead. 
At 8:30 a. m. I stood on the port side of the 
fo’e’sle head, facing outward and holding 
on by fishhook pendant. Larsen, A. B., sat 
on the port bow holding a turn, while four 
sailors sang at the capstan as we endeav- 
ored to clear the port anchor. 

“Capt. Orr, one custom house inspector, 
a ship chandler and a broker’s clerk were 
in the cabin; the cook and another custom 
house inspector were in the gallery abaft 
the foremast, and two more custom house 
inspectors were in the forepeak seaching 
for smuggled goods. One of them, it is my 
belief, ig ted a match to look more closely 

“The fishhook pendant gave me a clip on 
my right ear and jaw with awful force. I 
am stone deaf on that side now and the 
aw is still sore—the deafening roar, which 

thought would burst both ear drums, was 
cut off in a flash. I lost sensibility, and 
when I came to I was under water, suf- 
fering intolerable pain, my face torn, and 
around me a lot of small wood; but I had 
no more idea of what it was than a dead 
man. 


Grabbed a 
Stern Line. 

“There was agonizing pain In both legs, 
in face and body. Instinctively I stopped 
working legs and arms and sank the second 
time. I began working my hands again, 


and I thought then I was going to die in 
the water, but just as lI e to the top I 
had that much sense that I saw one of the 
stern lines six inches away. I caught it 
and held on. 

“TIT know not how high I had been blown 
into the air, but I had been blown more 
than the length of the schooner, which was 
more than 154 feet long. The explosion 
wee seventeen weeks ago, but it seems but 
today. 

“TI was looking away from the ship and 
heard a terrible roar—the explosion had 
blown the windows from all the houses 
within a quarter of a mile. I looked over 
my shoulder and saw that the port bow 
had been blown out of the ship. 

“The customs tug cast off and churned 
astern, and hailed in both Swedish and 
English, but the captain could not hear 
me. Larsen, the only other survivor, tne 
customs boat picked up further away from 
the vessel than I was. He spent sixteen 
days in hospital and afterwaM returned to 
his home in Denmark. 

“T was picked up in ten or fifteen min- 
utes by a boat from the Norwegian bark 
Morning Light that had arrived, also loaded 
with oll, four hours before the Louise Ade- 
laide. The captain for the Morning Light 
was so anxious for his own ship that I was 
transferred to another boat. The men iaid 
me on my back on the rocks, and I turned 
and saw the ship burning. 

“It was not 15 minutes pefore she was 
on fire to her trucks. | saw the flag burn- 
ing right up on the mizzen gaff, and then 
I thought of my shipmates and how I could 
not help them. 

“Tt was noon when they took me to the 
Seranmess Hospital with ai knuckle 
crushed in my right heel, two cuts in the 
heel and a hole where a spike had been 
driven almost through the heel. I lay on 
my back 33 days on the border land of ever- 
lasting night, and spent 64 days in all in the 
hospital. My foot is still painful. 

The ship burned for 16 hours. 

“Five or six days after the explosion the 
body of the ship chandler was found close 
alongside.

Just before midnight the train pulled into 
a siding called Spruce, two miles this side 
of the top @f the Divide, to let the night 
passenger train pass. In starting the train 
on the main line again, one of the “‘knuc- 
kles” itn a coupling was broken and 
the train stopped to have it replaced. It 
had just cleared the switch to the main 
line, when the coupling broke in front of 
the eleventh car, leav ng 21 cars of ore, 
one of bridge iron and the caboose in the 
rear. 

All of the crew were forward, where 
they had been replacing the broken knuc- 
kle, and Ambler was alone in the ca- 
boose. His first impulse was to jump 
when he felt the train start back down the 
hill and then he remembered another ‘‘ex- 
tra’’ coming behind him, and rushed to the 
hand. brakes. Irn almost a moment the 
train was moving at a rapid rate. The 
brakes apparently had no effect in check- 
ing the speed of the train. In a mile the 
great projectile was shooting down the 

de around sharp curves, and on an ever- 
ncereasing down-grade—6@ miles an hour. 


Speed Blew ’ 
Out the Lights. 
The. speed blew out the end lights on 


the caboose, which led the train, and Am- 
bler could not keep his lantern lighted for 
a moment. iIn absolute darkness he work- 
ed his way back over the cars. The train 
was pitching and swaying as though it 
would leave the track at every curve, and 
to jump across the intervening blackness 
from one flatcar to another took a high 
degree of courage. The loose red hematite 
ore, rattling about in the cars, sent up a 
dense cloud of dust, almost choking the 
conductor. Still he worked his way back, 
setting the brakes as he went, but with 
no checking of the swift motion. 


as, e train reached Castle Rock Am- 
tifer ket the Jast brake on the last car, and 
decided to get off. He was powerless to 
do anything further to prevent either a 
collision or the derailment of the cars, 
and it seemed almost certain that in one 
way or the other the whole heavy train 
would be “piled up,’”’ making the instant 
killing of any person on it almost equally 
certain. 

The gondola had a handrail only a foot 
long, and no step with which Ambler might 
dismount. He swung himself out and down 
as far as he could, so that his foot reached 
the ground. But the speed was so great 
that the slightest touch of his foot to the 
ground tended to throw him back. At last, 
just opposite the Castle Rock station, he 
let loose and was piled in a heap on the 
cinders between the main and sidetracks. 

Ambler has no recollection further than 
of when he let go, until he came to con- 
sciousness, perhaps an hour later, and saw 
by the light that he was near a station. 
He then called for help, and the operator 
responded. Ambler’s injuries were dressed, 
and he was sent to Denver. 

a the block system, the extra train fol- 
lowing behind was stopped at Sedalia. The 
runaway was longer than the Sedalia 
switch, and so it was necessary to stand 
the other train on the main line and open 
both ends of the switch, so that the 
runaway could go around. It was feared 
that the cars would jump the track at the 
switches, but the whole 23 went around 
them without a break, though going then 
at fully forty miles an hour. 


Brakes Finally 


Took Hold. 


The train crew heard the rails singing 
under the approaching cars, then saw them 
swing past with a deafening roar and clouds 
of dust, with every brake shoe spitting a 
shower of sparks and flames, and in an in- 
stant the black bulk was gone down the 


track. 

At Littleton the grade lessens and the 
brakes, began to take hold, so that the 
train slowed up and came to a stop in 
front of the Littleton depot. If Amblicr 
had not set the brakes it would have come 
clear into the city, and it would probably 
have beeg necessary to run it into a de- 
railing switch to stop it. 

Just as the train drew out at Spruce 
and started up the.hill Conductor Ambler 
looked at his watch and found it was 
egg m. When he fell off at Castle Rock 
the jar stopped his watch at 12:23 a. m. 
The distance between the points is 20 miles. 
The train had slowed somewhat when he 
jumped, but nevertheless traveled the 20 
miles in 26 minutes, or at the rate of 52 
miles an hour. At some points in its jour- 
ney it is believed the rate was nearer 30 
miles an hour. 

At Larkspur there is a sharp curve, 
and so great was the speed that the op- 
erator listened for the crash of the train. 
He estimated the speed at 80 miles an hour. 
The crew of the train went on to Palmer's 
Lake and waited there until the news 
came that Ambler had escaped and that 
the train had been stopped.

Year after year, he said, St. Louis’ proud 
descendants of Scotiand had assembled to 
renew their friendship and while away the 
banquet hours amid a wealth of oratory 
and a flow of wit and wisdom. 


Mr. McNeil Responded 
to Eloquent Tribute. 


He paid an eloquent tribute to Ebenezer 
McNeil, the founder of the St. Louls Cale- 
donian Society. 

Mr. McNeil responded — From the 
date of the organization's birth to the pres- 
ent time there had been no diminution of 
progress, enthusiasm and work for the so- 
clety’s success. 

President Dick acted as toastmaster, and 
his ready humor won frequent applause. 

Following the reading of correspondence, 
the Rev. Daniel Dorchester responded hap- 
pily to the toast, ‘‘The Land o’ Cakes."’ 

One of the most effective speeches of the 
evening was made by Mayor Rolla Wells. 

“St. Louis’’ was his subject. In terse lan- 
guage, he drew attention to the different 
problems confronting the ordinary municli- 
aplity and referred to present conditions 
in St. Louis. 

In St. Louis thirty years ago, he declared, 
political corruption was unknown. 

But gradually the worm of dishonesty 
had eaten its way into the public depart- 
ments of the city ufitil the people finaily 
rose in revolt against the outrages perpe- 
trated upon them. . 


Mayor Wells 
Spoke on Reform. 


“There can be no true and lasting re- 
form,’’ said the mayor, ‘‘unless all the peo- 
ple vote all the time. The man of business 
as well as the man who hasn't a business 
must go to the polls. No one should put 
himself above the duty of casting a ballot 
on election day.”’ 

In this manner only, Mr. Wells continued, 
could corruption be avoided and stamped 
out of the body politic. 

When the mayor finished he was cheered. 
He bowed. It was announced that he had 
another engagement to fill and as he start- 
ed from his place every man in the banquet 
room responded to the suggestion of ‘‘three 
cheers for the mayor!” 

D. 'P. Dyer spoke on “‘America and Great 
Britain,’ and his speech was regarded as an 
oratorical masterpiece. 

He began by saying that he knew no phi- 
losophy but that of the fatherhood of Bod 
and the brotherhood of man. He referred 
to race and sectional prejudices and, touch- 
ing slightly on the Booker Washington in- 
cident, said that no one but a political dem- 
ouogus would raise such an issue at this 

ay. 

Coming to Great Britain, he declared 
that that country, a nation of English, had 
never surrendered to any but Englishmen. 
Likewise, he said, America had never sur- 
rendered to any but Americans. The bond 
of sympathy between the two great Eng- 
lish speaking nations is one. 


Mr. Dyer Expresses His 

Frinedship for England. 

“England is our neighbor.’’ said Mr. 
Dyer. ‘“‘We are on terms of friendship 
with her and any one who attempts to 


infriage on this cordiality is not a friend 
of tne United States."’ 

He refered eloquently to the English ju- 
diciary and caiied attention to some of 
the great jurists of that country from 
whom America has procured much of her 
legal wisdom. 

in the juaiciary lies the hope of a coun- 
try. If the judiciary is corrupt, the na- 
tion will crumble. England has given the 
world a fine example of this integrity. 

He drew a vivid picture of the spanish- 
American war and touched on the Ciayton- 
Bulwer treaty, which, he said, Englanu has 
gladly consented to abrogate, so the United 
States may have full control of the great- 
est waterway the world has ever known. —

A race with United States revenue offi- 
eers may sometimes be a long one, but 
the chances are invariably in favor of the 

overnment. As Harry Selkowitz, alias

For two long years he led the revenue of- 
ficers a merry chase all over the Sixth 
ward, but finally they landed him and his 
alleged illicit still at 3% Pride street yes- 
terday afternoon.

FAST ST. LOUIS PARK 
PLAN DEFEATED 


PROJECT TO BUY LAND IN LANDS- 
DOWNE HEIGHTS DISAPPROVED. 


SPECIAL ELECTION IS HELD 


Objection Raised Was That Taxation 
for New Sewer Will Be All 
the City Can Afford. 


The proposition to purchase a tract of 
150 acres of land in Landsdowne Heights to 
be wsed by the people of East St. Louls 
as a public park was defeated fn the special 
election Saturday by a majority vote of 
almost 2 to 1. 

In Past St. Louis 1858 votes were polled, 
671 for and 1187 against the proposition. 
Stites and Centerville townships are in the 
proposed park district. In Stites township 
26 votes were cast for the park and 26 
against it, while the returns from Center- 
ville will be reported at Belleville. The 
vote could not be learned Saturday night. 

But while the proposition creating the 
park was defeated, the park commissioners 
were all elected by a unanimous vote. This 
was due to the fact that the voters neglect- 
ed to scratch the names of the commis- 
sioners. 

The vote was very much lighter than 
expected, as the question was strongly 
urged on both sides. It is charged tha! 
many of those in favor of the proposition 
ap sae or failed to go to the polis.

gect Was that a new sewer is contemplated 
or the city, the cost of which will have 
._ to be paid by special taxation and which 
will be all the city can afford for the pres- 
ent. Also that a large portion of the pro- 

sed park was swamp land which would

REMARKABLE SCENE AT THE 
DEVONIAN DINNER. 


GENERAL TOASTED THE KING 


Cheers Were Loud and Long, but May 
Have Been for Discredited 
Officer. 


LONDON, Nov. 30.—The Devonian dinner, 
at which Gen. Buller presided at the Hotel 


Cecil tonight, was the scene of great en- 
thusiasm and a remarkable tribute to the 
personal popularity of the discredited gen- 
eral. But it passed off without any actual 
anti-government demonstration. 

Long before the hour fixed for the recep- 
tion the great court yard of the hotel was 
crowded with Bullerites. The arrival of 
Gen. and Lady Audrey Buller was the sig- 
nal for enthusiastic cheering. 

The most dramatic scene was in the ban- 
quet hall, where Gen. Buller, as the pre- 
siding officer, necessarily proposed the 
health of the King, by whose order the 
general had been yo tog ee retired from 
the army. A remarkable demonstration en- 
sued. For several minutes there were def- 
eaning cheers, the waving of handkerchiefs 
and singing. It is doubtful if London ever 
has seen a more hearty response to the 
toast to the Kung. 

Many are of the opinion that the demon- 

stration was more for the general than 
for the King. ‘ 
The government authorities are great- 
ly perturbed over the workingmen’s dem- 
onstration in Hyde Park tomorrow to ex- 
press sympathy with Gen. Buller. A spe- 
cial army order has been issued warning 
the soldiers against participating in any 
vay in party demonstrations. But the 
organizers of the meeting declare that un- 
less soldiers. in London are confined to 
barracks they will attend in hundreds. 

There are renewed rumors that Lord 
Roberts, the commander-in-chief, is un- 
happy, at the war office, and that he con- 
templates resigning. 

If he does so Lord Kitchener will be 
brought home to succeed him. It Is assert- 
ed in the milita clubs that it was to 
fill Kitchener's place in anticipation of 
such a change that Gen. Ian Hamilton was 
recently sent to Pretoria.

JENKINS SUMMARILY REMOVED 
AS OKLAHOMA’S EXECUTIVE. 


SCATHING REVIEW OF THE CASE 


The President Says the Removed Of- 
ficial Clearly Violated Trust 
Placed in His Hands. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 30.—The President 


ernor of Oklahoma, vice Wiliam M. Jen- 
kins, removed. 

In taking this action the President at- 
tached to the papers the following mem- 
orandum: 

Gov. Jenkins of Oklahoma removed be- 
cause of his improper connection with a 
contract between the territory and the Ok- 
lahoma Sanitarium Co. The decision is 
based purely upon his own written state- 


ments and his oral explanations of them at 
the final hearing. 

One of the duties of the territorial gov- 
ernor is to enter into a contract with some 
person or corporation for the keeping of the 
insane of the territory. Gov. Jenkins made 
such a contract with the Oklahoma Sani- 
tarium Co., a corporation, the promoters of 
which reserved $10,000 of its stock for the 
governor, and subject to his orders. 

in the governor's explanation of this he 
told the promotors at the time they desired 
him to sanction the contract: 

“That it was an important contract and 
I had some friends whom I would like tu 
huve interested and to whom I owed some 
political obligations which I would nog be 
able to pay by appointment or anything of 
that kind.’’ 

The stock was delivered to the bank sub- 
ject to the governor's order and was turned 
over to these friends whose political ser- 
vices the governor thus sought to reward. 
The extent of the favor to the governor 
or his friends is suggested by the fact that 
the only known saie of the stock since the 
contract was given out was at double the 
price paid for it. 

As the performance of the contract was 
to be the sole business of the corpvuration 
it is obvious elther that the territory was 
obligated to pay for more than the service 
was worth or that its helpless warus were 
to hgve the enormous profits contemplated 
taken out of their keep. 

The governor's confessed relations to the 
matter disclosed such an entire lack of ap- 
preciation of the high fiduciary nature of 
the duties of his office as to unfit him for 
the further discharge. 

A sound ruie of public policy and morals 
forbids a servant from seeking or accept- 
ing anv personal benefit in a transaction 
wherein he has a public duty to perform. 
A chancellor would not for one moment 
retain a trustee, who, in dealings of trust, 
reserved an advantage to himself. The 
thought is not to be tolerated that tho 
President can be less vigilant or exacting in 
the public interest.

At the other table are the knights, 
with daggers and swords, the objects of 
envy and veneration of those in the lowcr 
ranks. 

As the marshal’s baton touches the tam- 
tam every one hurries to his place and 
quiet prevails. The mugs have been filled 
and cigars lighted. The middie of the su- 
preme schlaraffs, who occupy the throne, 
rises and opens the meeting with a short 
speech, followed by a song in which all the 
members participate, and which is accain- 
panied on the piano by the clavicymbel- 
meister. Then the protocollant, always a 
member appointed at the preceding. mee‘- 
ing, reads the minutes of the last sippung. 
This is done in prose or verse, and is al- 
ways a humorous resume of the last meet- 
ing, sprinkled with the original wit and 
side remarks of the author. After this the 
chancellor reads the letters and papers 
from other American or European realms. 
The chancellor, resuming his seat, the mas- 
ter of ceremonies orders the pilgrims 
“dragged” before the throne. This is done 
in’a gentlemanly manner, and the guests 
are bidden welcome and told to make them- 
Then the evening's fun 
begiris. ee a 

Speeches, songs and instrumental selec- 
tions follow each other in rapid succession. 
These are greeted generally with ‘vociferous 
‘lufus,”’ as an expression of appreciation, 
though sometimes the ominous “‘ul-ul’’ is 
heard, whieh means disapprobation. This 
cry is almost invariably followed by a 
challénge to mortal combat. 

These duels are fought out in two ways 
One is called a ‘‘mental,”’ the other a ‘‘ma-

In a duel with sharp weapons the throne 
gives out the subjects to be\treated, all 
other conditions rémaining the\same as in 
the plain duel. For the matertal duel the 
throne appoints a referee. Each) combatant 
chooses three seconds. 

Generally a table with six muga of beer, 
filled to thé brim, is put before the referce 
at the foot of the throne. The combatants 
and their respective seconds step to oppo- 
site sides of the table. The referee gives 
the rules and ré@gulations and warns both 
parties against any infractions. He sees 
that the mugs are equally filled and places 
three on each side of the table. Then he 
raises his hard. A bigst of the trumpet 
and the principals put their hands on the 
first mur: a second blast and they lift the 
mugs to their lips: a third, and they take 
a sip, passing the mugs to the seconds, who 
quickly dispose of thelr contents. The sec- 
ond mug is passed the same way. Tha 
third is eroptied by the principals them- 
selves. The referee carefully examines the 
mugs and ihe patty who has falled to 
empty them thoroyvghly or. has ‘spilled 
blood” is declared the loser: The com- 
butarits shake hands; the loser pays the 
price fur six mugs of beer afd the tate is 
remov ed again.

DOOEOOOOTE OILS HOSE H2OOOO 


The Humes Can Trace Their Line to the 
Undisputed Owners of Scottish Castles 
Famous in Song and Story, but 
Cannot Relax the Grip of the 
Chancery Courts. 


R. JOHN R. HUME of 3353 Manches- 
ter avenue, appointed by the Eng- 
lish Genealogical Society to assist 

the masters in chancery controlling the 
$17,000,000 estate of the Lord of Hume of 
Scotland to compile the Hume genealogy, 
gees insurmountable obstacles in the way of 
the settlement of the estate in this genera- 
tion. 

There are many claimants to the prop- 
erty in America, he states, and points out 
that, because the land and holdings are 
now in control of a chancery court, they 
cannot be partitioned and the title cannot 
be bestowed on any person not‘a British 
subject. 

The first step would be to prove a lineal 
descent and get the estate out of the chan- 
cery court. To do this, he says, would be 
to overcome the prejudice existing in Eng- 
lish courts against Americans, and the 
greater distrust of Americans because of 
the exposure of so many questionable heir- 
at-law concerns by: the United States au- 
thorities within the last few years. 

In the United States District Court J. Ar- 
thur Nelson of 1007 Chestnut street, repre- 
sented as the sole proprietor of the Heir- 
at-Law Collection Co., was convicted, Nov. 
13, on the charge of fraud. He represented 
that he had estates valued at $583,000,000 
awaiting heirs and asked money in ex- 
change for lists. The government failed to 
locate the estates.. A Topeka, Kan., con- 
cern, that claimed to have foreign estates 
waiting for the appearance of rightful 
heirs,.was removed from business by the 
postoffice authorities within the last six 
weeks. These have a far-reaching effect 
on the mind of English jurists, Dr. Hume 
says, and have created a distrust that will 
take a long time to dissipate. 

The Hume estate was brought to public 
notice recently by the claim of Miss Norma 
Munro, who not only is moving for a share 
of the property but lays claim to the title 
of the Lady of Dumfries. 

Dr. Hume, as genealogist of the estate, 
disputes Mies Munro’s contention. He has 
completed his researches and has his re- 
port to the English authorities in book 
form in the hands of the printer. He states 
that he fails to find Miss Munro’s connec- 
tion with the family and avers that no 
such title exists as the Lady of Dumfries. 

The Hume family he finds to be well scat- 
tered over the United States. In St. Louis 
there are his father, Dr. E. L. Hume, and 
himself, John R. Hume. He has cousins by 
the name of Hume at Florissant,: Columbia, 
Moberly and Strasburg, Mo. Mrs. Troy, 
1620 Texas avenue, is a Hume, but not of 
his branch of the family. She has a broth- 
er, Will Hume, at Affton, and there is a 
George H. Hume at Raleigh, Mo. Isaac H. 
Sturgeon is a descendant of another branch 
of Humes.

HOEVER the rightful claimants of

: be, I can’t see that any can expect 
to secure possession. Few know the diffi- 
culties to be enccuntered. 

As far as direct descendants are con- 
cerned, my father has in my judgment, 
and is shown in my record of the family, 
to have the best claim. But we are taking 
no part in the preliminary litigation. To 
reap any benefit we should have to relin- 
quish our American citizenship and that 
neither is willing to do. 

We should have to become subjects of the 
crown before we should have any standing 
in the English courts. This is a fact that 


none seem to appreciate. 

I was appointed by the British Genealogi- 
cal Society to trace the lineage. My work 
has carried me to Great Britain twice, once 
to Bcotiand, the last time to London. There I 
talked with leading authorities in law, and 
they one and al! agreed that it will be a: 
Great many years yet before the chancery 
court will take definite action in the Hume 
earldom case. 

It is the most difficult thing !maginable to 
prove a ciaim to a dormant title, that is, a 
title that is awaiting an heir and held in 
trust for him bv the crown. You must first 
Satisfy the genealogical society with your 
claim, then lay it before the master in 
chancery, who may allow it to be attacked 
by other claimants and finally reject it. If 
#uccessful there it goes before the court. 
Where every petty adventurer can cause 
All kinds of trouble and the crown attorney 
innumerable delays and postponements. 
Finally, if the crown itself is not satisfied. 
there may be opened interminable litiga- 


tion. So in the end it ts imperative to have |

Under the most favorable conditions the 
estate could not be settled within 4 years, 
and maybe 140. The wheels of the gods 
grind slowly, and in English title cases 
there is scarcely perceptible movement. 

The Hume title and property have been in 
the chancery court since 1839. In 1822 a Vir- 
ginia Hume collected some money from 
relatives and went to London to attempt a 
Settlement. It is believed he died shortly 
after reaching England. In 1888 Judge Hume 
of Cincinnati undertook to have the prop- 
erty partitioned. Sufficient evidence was 
not presented and the estate was passed 
to the hands of the chancery court in 1829, 
where it has remained since. 


The estate consists of the Hume castle, 
near Coldstream, in Berwickshire, Scotland: 
Fast castle, on the cliffs overlooking the 
German sea, famed in Sir Walter Scott’s 
“Bride of Lammermoor” as Wolf’s Crag; 
the Hirsel manor house, in Scotland, and a 
house at 6 Grosvenor square, London. The 
title carries a government pension of £1200. 


The Hume titles date back to the earldom 
of Dunbar, conferred by King Malcolm 
Conmore on Cospatrick I, Earl of Nor- 
thumberland, who fought with Malcolm's 
brother-in-law at the battle of Hastings in 
1066, when the Norman William overthrew 
Saxon England. As a reward, in 1085 Mal- 
colm, king of Scotland, conferred on Cos- 
patrick the earldom and castle of Dunbar. 
There was a long line of Cospatricks, and 
from them sprang the name De Hume. In 
1614 one of the line, Sir-David H. me, earl 
of Dunbar and March, became the fi. + lord 
of Hume and secured Wedderburn castle, 
which is now occupied by his direct de- 
scendant, Col. David M. Hume, honorary 
colonel, commanding the Coldstream 
Guards in South Africa. 


The Munro claims show ~-descent from 
George Hume, who was with Oliver Crom- 
well in Ireland. The manor house in Ar- 
gyleshire is occupied by descendants. There 
was another Sir George Hume of the family 
that held the estate in Berwickshire, now 
in courts. This Sir George was the first 
American settler. He fought in the Jacob- 
ite rebellion for Prince Charlie and was 
sent into political exile in America. In 1721 
he settled at Culpepper, Va., and on Nov. 
30, 1751, was commissioned qa county surveyor 
by King George II. He worked with Wash- 
ington. His son, George, married Elizabeth 
Proctor in 1728 and had six sons; George, 
the eldest, was my great-grandfather.

TTO WIDMANN of Webster has suggested to the Audubon Society of St.

Mr. Widmann is a great lover of birds and raises his voice at every oppor- 


tunity against the wanton destruction of the little feathered creatures, who are so 


often killed “just for the sport.” 


“If future generations are to know birds in America,” he says, “we must be- 
gin to protect them now, just as we are planting trees every year to give us future 


forests.” 


BEHIND and by the side of Otto Wid- 

B mann’s residence in Webster are four 

acres of land, containing many trees 
and heavily dotted in the low places with 
evergreens and bushes. 

In different parts of the lot, at the tops 
of white poles or nailed to trees are little 
white boxes, probably a foot high, by six 
inches in breadth and depth. 

There are 30 of these boxes scattered over 
the property. They are the homes of Mr. 
Widmann’'s pets, the birds. Each box 
has two sets of tenants a year, in many 
vases the same ones. 

When the wrens and the martins and the 
bluebirds and the gray-crested flycatchers 
fly south in the fall their homes are occu- 
pied by the omnipresent English sparrows 
and the little snowbirds. 

These with the sparrows keep Mr. Wid- 
mann company during the winter. When, 
in March and April, it Is time for the re- 
turn of the summerbirds the sparrows are 
driven out into the world and the boxes 
emptied of old neasts and made ready for 
the regular summer occupant. 

Mr. Widmann has a row of 12 martin 
houses on poles in the rear of his residence. 
These are occupied early in Apnfl and are 
generally relinquished late in July; 

In the winter when the ground is bar- 
ren or covered with snow the sparrows 
and snow birds are provided for. In the 
fork of a tree, 2 feet from the ground, 
Mr. Widmann has nailed a soap box. Into 
this each day he puts a quantity of 
cracked nuts. Some of these are walnuts 
picked up on his own property and some 
have been purchased for the purpose. Four 
Gad five bushels are fed in this manner 
each winter.

HE protection of birds has become im- 
A. perative. Not only is it the duty 
of the school teachers, but of the 
parents, to instruct their children in he 
acience of bird life, their species and the 


purposes of their creation. It should be 
carried even farther, into the pulpit of our 
churches. and the Sunday schools. 

Some years ago while strolling along a 
country road I became greatly provoked by 
some boys who took great pride in killing 
every bird their guns culd reach. My re- 
monstrances were of no avail and know- 
ing them to be children of religious parents, 
I appealed to thetr pastor and asked him to 
point out the sinfulness of such wanton 
destruction of God’s creatures, -such as 
killing for the mere enjoyment of it. 

Their is nothing in our religion which 
makes the Killing of animals & sin,” réplied 
the clergyman. ‘‘We hold that God has 
created all things for man: if he finds 
pleasure in killing birds we can see no sin 
init. Do not our presidents hunt? Is it any 
greater crime in your eyes to kill the small 
birds than the ducks? These boys cannot 
hire steamboats or pay railroads to convey 
them to regions of game birds, but they 
take as much pleasure in shooting as the 
rich and great do.”’ ; 

It is a lamentable fact that in Christian 
countries birds are fewer than in the dwell- 
ing places of the Mohammedans and Bud- 
dhists. Among the latter are found the 
tamest feathered creatures. When the 
European eritered the Holy Land and Jeru- 
salm the harmony of sweetly singing birds 
was in the alr. . 


Here in the United States, where there 
is little regard for bird life the little 
creatures are being fewer and wilder every 
year. I venture that they have decreased 
from one-quarter to one-half in the last 
quarter of a century. 

Man is whom they should see their best 
friend and protector, is shunned as their 
greatest enemy. Ordinary laws cannot 
protect the birds, and the work of extirpa- 
tion will continue until the public is thor- 
oughly aroused. 

How many ‘sheriffs and officers of the law 
know that on the statute books of Missouri 
there is a law that makes killing of song 


and insectivorous birds punishable by a 
fine of $% for each offense? 

Phe law has been there many years, but 
I do not know of a single conviction. It 
is to all purposes a dead letter. 

In Illinois there is a bounty of two cents 
paid during the first months of every year 
for the heads of English sparrows, This 
law, while tending to be beneficial in some 
localities where the English spatrows are 
so numerous. as to be Uestructive, it also 
admits of a great wrong. 

The only salvation lies In changing pyblic 
sentiment. This is not the work ofa day, 
but of long, tedious years. The two greatest 
hopes bird-protectors in the United States 
have, are to be found in the women and 
children. The heart of a woman is more 
readily touched than that of a man. Her 
sympathies are at once aroused and she is 
today the main support of the 32 Audubon 
societies in the United States, 

Then educate the children. Make them 
acquainted with the wonderful works of 
God’s creation, and they will soon begin to 
love them. Teach the children to look for 
God not only in the church, byt in what 
He hae created. 

Urge the ministers to take up this work 
of humanity. Let them exhort their par- 
ishioners to be less cruel, and let the chil- 
dren in the Sunday schools learn. of the 
Great Teacher and extend some of it to- 


‘ward the little birds whose first songs in 


spring warm our hearts to the coming sum- 
mer. 2 


printed copies of the lew relative to slay- 
ing of birds, other than game, and spread 
them broadcast over the state. Every law 
officer should receive one and every post- 
master and country storekeeper asked to 
post one conspicuously. 

Then we would urge arrests and im- 
portune the press to give conviction the 
widest publicity. In this manner all would 
learn of the law and the security of birds 
would increase 50 per eent in 12 months, 

At this time one could not expect such 
support at first, so I suggested to the local 
Audubon society that we have one day set 
apart by law during which the children in 
all schools should be tnstructed in bird life. 
The Audubon Society of Wisconsin secured 
this. Ours could come with Arbor Day, 
or at any other time, just so the children 
get the instruction. Prizes could be offered 
for essays on birds, or stories about birds, 
illustrations of the various phases of feath- 
ered existence might be given and alto- 
gether the day made most interesting for 
teacher and taught alike.

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The young people, especially boys, could 
be importuned to sign pledges to refrain 
from stoning or shooting birds other than 
game for 12 months, When, on Hird Day, 
the pledges are returned as having been 
kept, a suitable reward would be given in 
exchange. 

I look to the hunters of big game in Mis- 
souri to lend substantial aid to this move- 
ment. The wholesale slaughter of game 
under present statutes is the object of much 
concern améng true sportsmen and is re- 
sponsible for the incorporation of a number 
of hunting clubs with private game pre 
serves, 

A careful study of the clubs in the vicin- 


ity of St. Louls, more particularly those of 
the marshes of St. Charles County, shows 
that the lover of bird life has every reason 
to look upon them with favor. While the 
ordinary pot-hunter slaughters the game 
whenever or wherever he finds it, without 
regard to the future, the clubs have rules 
which assure a continuous supply of game, 
not only throughout the season, but for fol- 
lowing seasons. There is no night shooting, 
and’ those who do not shoot at all during 
the morning generally finish the hunt with 
the longest string, 

The ducks and geese are fed on corn and 
it has been found that when the birds are 
allowed to have their fill in the morning,

being recognized by the churches more and more, In all the 
protestant denominations Children’s Day is celebrated every 
year. On that day every service, morning, afternoon and night, 
is devoted to the little ones. Then at Christmas and Eastet 
special attention is paid them, and the significance of the days 
is thoroughly tmpressed upon their minds. 

Many churches rest there, but I hold that it is not enough. 
The future of Christianity is in the hands of the children just 
as absolutely as is the future of political empires, and the time 
for instruction is during the period of youth. 

Statistics, recently compiled, show that out of 1000 young 
persons the church may count on securing 64 between the a 
of 10 and 20 years, in the next 20 years the average drops to 200, 
and then for the next two decades less than 200, and finally 
after 6 years the church can expect but 1 out of 100. These 
figures alone constitute a powerful argument for further recog- 
nition of children. 

I do not belittle or criticise the work being done in the Sunday 
schools. It is grand, and its results are powerful and far-reach- 
ing, but I do say let us carry it a little further and make all 
our services so bright and so interesting to the young that 
they will gladly attend. 

There is nothing that invigorates @ minister more than to be 
confronted by many bright young fates. There is a great deal of 
child in every adult and when I know that I am pleasing the 
children I know that the parents are at the same time interested.

The entire nozzle (for so it has been 
named) is slightly less than a foot logn 
and weighs about two pounds, It consists 
of three pieces, a cylindrical shell, a pipe 
which on the outside has a spiral shape 
and a cast-iron box into which both of 
these are screwed, and through which the 
oll and steam are conveyed to the spiral 
pipe and the shell. This box is divided into 
two compartments. Oil passes from the feed 
pipe at A through its half of the box to 
the small hole which leads through the 
spiral pipe. This hole is less than an eighth 
of an inch tn diameter. Steam enters from 
the feed pipe at B, and, passing through its 
compartment of the box, enters the cylin- 
drical shell which surrounds the spiral pipe. 
The spiral shape of the pipe gives to the 
steam a rotary motion. Passing along the 
spiral to its end through the space PF F, it

faith and. who had been chosen to dwell in 
community upon the gospel! ship. 

Lyons was not quite prepared to appre- 
elate what was coming when it was an- 
nounced that a gospel boat would be built 
upon ‘the Lyons ways, and that in the au- 
¢umn there would come from Minneapolis 
were ever after to dwell on the boat, who 
to board it a community of 100 persons who 
were to cruise up and down the Mississippi 
and into its tributaries preaching Christ; 
who believed that in another 40 years Christ 
will return to earth and become the ruler 
of men. 

All of this was too unusual and unique to 
be wholly believed. So that on the 15th day 
of October, when the Christian Brethren be- 
gan pouring into Lyons by rail and water in 
. response to the rallying call, Lyons was not 
only dumfounded but overcrowded., The 
gospel boat was not ready, and there was 
not room for all who had come at the ho- 
tels. fo the leader of the flock leased the 
largest hotel in town and took his people to 
it. And there they lived until the 10th day 
of November, when they boarded the boat. 


The leader of this unique sect was a man 
of 67 years with graying hair, a quiet man- 
ner and a business head. He seemed the 
chosen leader of a band of friends. What 
he did was never questioned, nor what he 
proposed ignored. He had money, seemingly 
quite a lot of it, and he spent it generously 
for the common cause. He had his wife 
with him, and between these and the men 
and women with them existed a close bond 
of friendship, the leader and his wife ex- 
plaining that some of these people they had 
known 80 years, some 25, some 20, others 15 
and scarcely any member of the colony less 
than 10 years. The people of the community 
were plain,thrifty, earnest. They ranged in 
age from % to & years. Of the 4 men, 3 
were mechanics, and all but three were ac- 
companied by their wives. There were 12 
chil@ren. The leader was Scotch-English. 
His followers were of many descents—En- 
giish, Scotch, Irish, Swedish and French. 

made for themselves a good name at 
Lyons. They attended strictly to their own 
business. They made no secret of their 
faith or their plans. When it seemed that 
the boat could not be completed by the con- 
tractor in time to get out ahead of the ice, 


the men of the colony put on their working 
clothes, picked up their tools and went out 
and finished the boat. 

The gospel boat was unlike all other boats 
on the river. She was 200 feet long over all. 
She was new in everything. She had no 
freight decks nor passenger cabin, and her 
staterooms reached from stem to stern. 
Each room was 9x12 feet, and there was a 
long row of them on the middle deck, an- 
other lot in the rear of the engines and 
boilers, and still others up on the texids. 
They gave in all a comfortable capacity for 
190 persons; by crowding a little there 
could be room for twice as many. The 
name Megiddo was painted upon the pilot 
house. It was the idea of Rev. Nichols, who 
explained it as being a symbolic Hebrew 
word, signifying that “God dwells in this 
place with a band of soldiers.’’ 

The Megiddo was dedicated with prayer 
and song. The people who were to dwell on 
her brought aboard the household things 
brought from their homes. A captain was 
engaged, and he in turn supplied a pilot and 
an engineer. All other posts the sect sup- 
plied from its own ranks. 

The gospel ship was speedily away. She 
came to St. Louis with few stops. She was 
everywhere regarded with the greatest cu- 
riosity, and was admired for a stanch and 
pretty boat. Wherever she stopped men and 
women sought to be taken in. But the 
Rev. Nichols explained that the colony had 
been recruited to the limit agreed upon 
when it was organized, and that the 100 
persons with him had been four years sav- 
ing and planning to become members of the 
community able to support themselves. 

The Megiddo steamed into the 8t. Louis 
harbor with the distinction of being the 
first craft of her kind to enter this place in 
which steamboating attained to its greatest 
glory. Steamers of many sorts had paddled 
in here—traders, freighters, packets, mail 
steamers, huge excursion boats and great 
cotton carriers, tugs, rafters, ferries, gun- 
boats, and even sea-going craft by way of 
the guif—but never before qa gospel ship 
built to cruise these waters that a band 
of religionists living aboard might go in 
community preaching Christ. 

I went aboard the Megiddo three times 
while she lay at the St. Louis wharf. I 
found this not only a singular community, 
but the most unique that has ever visited 
St. Louis, I am sure. Here are 50 families 
of good, earnest thrifty people living upon 
a steamboat! The Megiddo carries neither 
freight nor passengers; she runs upon no 
schedule; she has no rousters to be sworn 
at; she has no bar; there is no stern-faced 


lounger at the stairway to roar “Tickets” 
with each outgoing. But the Megiddo is 
yet a steamboat. It rolls; it makes the 
dishes rattle; it pours down upon itself a 
deluge of coal black; it goes aground, and 
its wide-throated whistle is not good for 
headaches; the staterooms, big as they are, 
are small; there can be no cats or dogs; a 
body's folks may not visit a body; the whole 
boat is steamheated, and no home upon it 
can know the cheer of a crackling fire; there 
is no yard for the children to romp in, and 
there is a river that children might fall 
in; there is no such thing as Santa Claus 
coming down the chimney, and there isn't 
even a mantel for stockings. Yet there are 
little people on this boat and a hundred 
husbands and wives who call this place 
home. 

I found the communists as busy as beav- 
ers. They had been aboard a week. The 
men were giving the finishing touches to the 
boat, and the women were enhancing the- 
beauty, comfort and coziness of the little 
9x12 homes. These good housewives had 
been having more of a household all their 
lives. They had been accustomed to 
kitchens, dining rooms, sitting rooms, par- 
lors, bedrooms and spare rooms. Here 
these must be all in one, a fine problem of 
condensation, one may be sure. How may 
two beds, a Gining table, a center table, 
four chairs, a dresser, a wardrobe, a dozen 
pictures, a small bookcase and a few other 
little things that just could be sacrificed— 
how may all these be arranged in a room 
9x12 and room still be left for a wife, a 
husband and two children? Such were the 
problems I found confronting the good wom- 
en on the Megiddo. Less courageous house- 
wives would have collapsed in despair, but 
the command of the leader is that on the 
Megiddo there must be no despair, but al- 
ways stout hearts and hopeful breasts. 

I circulated among these people, talking 
with them, watching them. Their faith in 
their leader is without reserve. Their con- 
fidence in the feasibility of their enterprise 
is implicit. After a week of it their deter- 
mination to dwell always on a steamboat Is 
unshaken. They are cheerful. Their atti- 
tude toward one another is in obedience to 
love thy neighbor as thyself. They all seem 
anxious to lend a hand for the common 
good. There are no invalids among them. 
Three-fourths of them have been résidents 
of Minneapolis and St. Paul. Six of them 
have but recently come from Enginad. 
There is one French woman. There is a 
woman preacher. Everything is referred 
to the Rev. Nichols. Each family buys its 
own household goods and its own clothes 
and provisions. It is an agreement in com- 
mon that no one shall use tea or coffee. 
Some of the men and women have more 
money than others; all of them have some- 
thing. Each stateroom has books and peri- 
odicals, and it is plain they are a reading 
people, with some students among them. 

“What do you know about the leader of 
your sect?” I inquired of one of the men. 

“Oh, we all know him well. I myself have 
been intimately acquainted *with him 25 
years. He’s one of the best Christian gen- 
tlemen in the world; he has been preaching 
since he was 14 years old; he has never 
been with any of the denominational 
churches, but has been an independent 
worker for Christ.”’ 

‘‘How did he prevail upon po many of you 
people to leave your homes and follow him 
in such a singular enterprise as this?’ 

‘We are glad to go. Mr. Nichols told us 
he wanted to organize such an expedition, 
and we volunteered to go. We are not 
strangers to him, nor is he a stranger to us. 


We are sure of his earnestness, his good- 
ness and the wisdom of his leadership He is 
sure we will follow steadfastly. We are 
not an adventurous people, but a plain 
Christian folk, seeking to do good. We will 
preach to many hundreds of thousands of 
people along these rivers, and we will lead 
many men and women to the pure and the 
upright life.’’ 

*‘Who owns this boat?” 

‘Mr. Nichols owns it. He provided the 
money with which it was built. He has had 
considerable money. He has inventive 
genius, and has invented a number of me- 
chanical devices upon which he has profited. 
The money with which the Megiddon was 
built he made manufacturing hay stakers in 
Minnesota. He sold thé business to engage 
in this enterprise. There is no prospect of 
making money in this, but Mr. Nichols is a 
deeply religious man, and was willing to de- 
vote everything he had to the work for 
‘Christ. Hecharges each of us a smal! rental 

each month for our staterooms, adopting 
this method of making up a monthly fund 
with which to meet current expenses. What 
we have in our rooms. each provides for 
himself. We buy at wholesale and stock 
our storehouse. This enables us, while 
really not buying in common, to lessen the 
expense of living.”’ 

The machinists of the colony were down 
in the boiler room covering the _ boilers. 
Among them was an elderly man of strik- 
ing appearance, He was some 65 years of 
age. He seemed a seer of the sect. He 
was in a .blue jumper and apparently tho 
superintendent of machinery on the Me- 
giddo, for he worked like a beaver and had 
deferential helpers. One of the brethren 
told me that this venerable religionist was 
one of the best machinists in Minneapolis 
and that he had left his work ‘to become a 
member of the community organized by the 
Reverend Nichols. 

Of the 50 families on the Megiddo, but a 
single one has a girl to do the housework. 
This is the family of Rev. Nichols. They 
have the front stateroom on the second 
deck. It is the largest living room on the 
boat and also the best appointed. Here 
the leader of the community has his home 
and his office. His wife has with her a 
girl who has been with her a number af 
years. 

The Christian Brothers are banded to- 
gether for work, not for leisure. The day's 
work is apportioned and understood. There 
are to be no slugabeds. Eight o’clock must 
find everyone astir and breakfasted and 
the men must be at work at 7:30. Some of 
them are to be employed in the printing 
office. Others are to work as mechanics. 
Still others* are to do missionary work 
ashore, and the mechanics are to take turns 
working during the days at their trade in 
the cities where the Megiddon stops, this 
labor to be regulated according to need. 
While each of the communists has some- 
thing at this time, it is not supposed that 
this will last always. The children aboard 
are to be schooled aboard. This is a work 
for some of the women. There are two 
bands, one among adults and another 
among the children, and these must be 
drilled. Housekeeping and afternoon and 
night meetings will keep almost all the 
women busy. Every night there is to be a 
service for the community at the leader's 
room. These are to be the only meetings 
aboard the boat, the public meetings to be 
in a large tent ashore. 

Rev. Nichols was a very busy man while 
the Megiddo laid at St. Louis. He bought 
all the things necessary for the completion 
of the boat. He had the boilers inspected,

AM very fond of the river, and deter- 

miffed this year to have a houseboat, 

in which I might drift down to New 
Orleans in the fall and winter. The boat 
was built at Lacrosse. It ts made roomy 
and staunch, and we are delighted with it. 
It is too wide to toss with the sort of 
waves we have in the river, and is ordinar- 
fly as quiet as a house ashore. 


We have taken it leisurely on the way 
down from Lacrosse and have been 
charmed by houseboating. It ts certainly a 
capital way to travel. You can see we can 
have here all the comforts of home, and we 
may entertain our friends here without the 
least trouble. 

I am just a johnny-boat man with a john- 
boat on an extensive plan. We are an 
army, us john-boaters, and we migrate

winter and coming back in the spring. It 
is a delightful life. I am just beginning it, 
this being my first trip, but I think I shall 
make such a trip every fall. When I reach 
the lower river I'm going to satisfy myself 
upon a point that has bothered me a good 
deal. I'm going to find out what becomes 
of all the houseboats that go down in the 
fal. The john-boaters always say they sell 
them. If they do the market must be hard 
to glut, for there must be a fleet of many 
hundreds of houseboats on the lower river 
in the winter.

Most Youthful Head of a 
College in These 


United States.

OWARD GRIFFITH COLWELL, a 

H former St. Loulsan now in his 28th 

year, is thought to be the youngest 
college president in the United States. 

At the opening of the collegiate year of 
1900-1, this exceptional young man, then 
but 26 years old, was installed as presi- 
dent of Buchanan College at Troy, Mo., 
going there from La Grange College, at La 
Grange, Mo., where he had been instruc- 
tor in ancient languages. 

Buchanan College is in Lincoln County, 
Mo. It is co-educational. The college 
building overlooks the City of Troy and 
the Culvre Valley, and is surrounded by 
eight acres of college ground. The cot- 
lege was buiit In 1894 by citizens of Troy 
and Lincoln County, and was opened in 
September of that year. Because of the 
devotion of Alexander 8. Buchanan and his 
gifts of money to the establishment of the 
college, it was named for him. 

President Colwell was born at Homestead, 
Pa., July 9, 1874. He attended public schools 
and a high school in youth, and in 1891 
went to William Jewell College at Liberty, 
Mo., doing in three years the work ordi- 
narily done in four, and matriculating in 
1844. In the summer of that year he or- 
ganized the Elsberry Academy at Elsberry, 
Mo., a work marked by such excellent 
results that in his second year he was 
offered the chair of ancient languages at 
La Grange College, La Grange, Mo., and 
accepted, remaining there until called to the 
presidency of Buchanan.

Then he brings his four brothers 
over from Germany and establishes them 
on his farm. He connected a telephone five 
miles from his home to a telephone at his 
farm without raising a pole by stringing 
the wire through forest trees. 

He raises, preaches and distributes Here- 
fords. He declares they were intended for 
the Ozark hills. He shows the farmers how 
they may make money with the same effort 
they had in unprofitable agriculture. He 
points out the folly of raising scrub stock, 
which yields nothing, when the hills upon 
which such stock barely ekes a living will 
suffice to fatten such hardy livers, close 
feeders and profitable sellers as Herefords. 

He prevails upon this man and that to 
take up the thoroughbred, and every doubt- 
ing Thomas ts carried. off behind the fleet 
filly to see the Dette thoroughbreds and the 
pasture in which they have fattened; to 
see how these cattle make money for their 
owners in the same stones and hazels and

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and gets pointers. He takes stock to the 
Hereford sales, and every farmer in Maries 
County knows that last week the priest 
took a 2-year-old to East St. Louis and sold 
it for $100. 

This interesting priest of Maries County 
is 30 years old. He is slight and short, with 
light hair and very blue eyes. He is a na- 
tive of Germany, He is of enthusiastic tem- 
perament, and is one of those optimistic 
characters with a fast faith that everything 
is all right. 

“Some people think these Ozark hills were 
never intended for stock raising, but I tell 
them these are the very hills for it if we 
raise the right kind of stock. Maries Coun- 
ty is all right. It simply needs the right 
sort of use.”’ 

He chats with a fiying tongue, and he 
laughs and laughs. : 

“Once a man said to me: ‘But you're a 
priest; a priest knows nothing of cattle!’ 
Ha, ha! Why, forsooth, may not the poor 
priest know something of cattle? Ha, ha, 
ha!” 

Father Dette is almost dramatically ex- 
pressive of some things. 

“Tl found so many people here hard- 
working, yet poor.

light road wagon flouted about at the filly’s 
heels like a drag. We rolled, with spinning 
wheels—a ‘thoroughbred straining and a 
fearless driving priest laughing—across,9:a 
sand and gravel river bottom. «Father 
Dette poured prétty words upon the back of 
his fine trotter when she flew with unbroken 
stride, and he brought her up with a quick, 
strong wrist when she misbehaved. He 
pointed out along the way the stock un- 
suited to the Ozarks; the thick copse that 
only a Hereford could chew and tread and 
clear out; the pure water of the Maries, 
which no drought has dried, and the rot- 
ting clover, the rusted mower, the frail 
fence and the strewn corn that tell plainly 
enough why some farmers are poor. He 
sang the glory of the hills if they were but 
properly used, and he rehearsed the pedigree 
of every thoroughbred cow and horse he 
owns or has owned. As we entered the 
Dette field a pair of sharp-backed shoats 
sought to accompany us in. 

“Now look at those pigs! What can it 
profit a man to raise pigs like those? 
They're always lean; they’re always 
hungry; they're always unprofitable. Why 
will a farmer raise pigs like those when 
there are pigs that pay?’ 

As the filly sped over the field to the barn 
a frisky, fine-looking colt challenged her 
from an adjoining field.

Father Dette led me through his stables, 


He showed me every head of thoroughbred 


and its faults. He calls them “old fellow,”

Skins of Snakes Are the Prineipal Material 


Bird Nest Found by 


Dr. Albert Badger at Nevada, Mo. 


R. ALBERT BADGER of Nevada, 


Mo., has found an extraordinary bird 
nest. it is principally made with in- 
terwoven snake skins. 

Dr. Badger sent the nest to the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch last week, expressing his 
curiosity to know what species of bird had 
the temerity to rear its young in snake 
skins. He says he has never before seen 
such @ nest and regards it as a curiosity 
in ornithology. 

The nest of snake skins was turned over 
to Julius Hurter of 2346 South Tenth street, 
a naturalist whose enthusiasm has in the 
last year carried him into European fields. 
Mr. Hurter made this report upon it: 


By JULIUS HURTER. 


GE NEST is indeed a curiosity, though 
T I have several times seen snake skins 
“ in bird nests. I should say this 
is the nest of a red-eyed viroe, which is 
quite common with us from the first of May 
until the middle of October. It is at least 
the nest of a warbler. 

I have seen. virgo nests with snake skins 


in them. The vireo is always a stout- 
hearted little fellow, and it is not beyond 
him at all to build his nest with the skin 
of his foe. 

The vireo, like most of our birds, spends 
the winter in the tropics. Early in spring 
he reappers, and he soon begins building @ 
nest. The snakes are just crawling from 
their holes of hibernation, and the warm 
sun loosens their skins and enables them in 
a@ little while to display a new coat. The 
old skins are bright and silky. They at- 
tract the birds, which are now seeking 
materials with which to build their nests. 
Some of the birds are afraid to carry off 
the snake skins and entwine them in thelr 
nests, but the vireo, the jay bird and some 
others are without any such fear. They 
pick up snake skins whenever there is an 
opportunity, and they are perhaps the most 
suitable of all the nest-building materials 
the birds can find. This is what the bird 
which built this nest has done. He has 
found enough snake skins to make them 
the principal building material in his nest, 


and he doubtless had one of the fashionable 
homes of his neighborhood.

In running at a rate of 99% miles an hour,

car employed 10,000 volts of electricity, 2000 
volts less than the capacity. The current 
was furnished by the Oberspree Central 
Station of the Berliner Diektricitaetswerke, 
the distance from the central station to the 
nearest point on the line conductor. being 9.3 
miles. “The formers are carried by the 
car itself, a low voltage (435) being used for 
the motors. In @ paper before the Interna- 
tional Engineering Congress at Glasgow, 
Scotland, (printed in America by the Scien- 
tific American) A. Lasche, one of the build- 


ers of the Berlin-Zossen road and its equip- 
ment, says it is still questionable whether 
to mount the heavy transformers on the 
car, or whether it is not better to 
reduce the high pressure—60,000 volts— 
by transformers alongside the track to 
a medium pressure of about 8000 volts, 
and to wind the motors for this latter volt- 


The car which has come within a half mille 
of 100 miles an hour was built at Cologne- 
Duetz to accommodate 50 passéngers. Its 
length over all is 69 feet, and the distance 
between Its buffer plates is 72% feet. The 
full width is 8 feet ‘and 6 inches. The 
windows of the car are closed, ventilation 
taking place through the side window of the 
lofty skylight The apparatus is in the cen- 


Aer, dividing the car into two apartments, 


though passengers .may pass. through .the 
apparatus room while the car is at full 
speed, The trucks, carrying the body of the 
car, are 43 feet and 7 inches apart. The 
diameter of each truck wheel is 49.2 inches. 
Each truck has three axles, the two outer 
axles carrying the motors. The distance 
between the wheels measures 12 feet and 6 
inches. The load for each axle is a little 
more than fourteen tons. Each of the 
eight motors is adapted for a normal out- 
put of 250 horsepower, and for a maximum 


output of 70 horsepower. The speed of the 
motor is about 960 revolutions per minute, 
which corresponds to a car speed of 14 
miles an hour. The tension of 12,000 volts, 
at which the current is supplied from the 
overhead wire, is reduced in the transrorm- 
ers to 4% volts. 

The current is taken from each of the 
three feeding wires by two trolley bows in 
parallel]. The upper part of each of these 
arms carries a number of aluminum rods, 
attached by means of narrow plate springs. 
The masses of the tndividual rods must be 
sufficiently small to insure that they bear 
constantly against the wire. The head of 
the arm, carrying the bow, is pressed out of 
aluminum sheet, and is connected to the 
vertical base by rods, the base being mount- 
ed on balibearings in the socket of the 
dar. The bow is pressed agaipst the wire 
by springs, the tension of which is regulated 
by means of cams. 

The Germans and Austrians claim for the 
three-trolley system immense advantages 
over the direct current, or single trolléy, 
method. If the Berlin-Zossen,line tests cén- 
tinue as satisfactory as they have begun it 
is not unlikely that it may result in a 
worldwide substitution of a distinctly Eu- 
ropean method of transmitting electrical 
energy for railways. 
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TINIEST OF DEER DISCOVERED IN NEW YORK 


This Singular Creature Was 

But 54 Inches High, and 

~ Could Have Been Carried 
in a Coat ‘Pocket. 


ONES of.a tiny deer, five and one-half 
B inches high at the shoulder, and 
| amajl enough to be stowed away in a 
coat pocket, have been found in a ploughed 
field in Renssalaer Cotinty, near Troy, N: Y. 
A fore leg and foot of the skeleton remain 
intact. From thesé it is possible to deter~ 


mine the eXact préportions of the remark- 
able creature and to know, beyond question, 
that the skeletof# is that of a deer. 

The bones preve that the decr had ma- 
tured, but whefher. it belonged to a diminu- 
tive species; or was a dwarf, is not known. 

The epiphyses, or ends of the bones, are 
firmly united to the shaft by osseus tissue, 
showing that the leg found belonged to an 
aduli deer. 

This tiny deer doubtless lved in that 
middle age of animal life when even the 
horse was fepresented in a Species of little 
creatures with five toes.

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NEW ENGLISH PROCESS 


The latest attempt in this direction ts 
made by an Englishman, who’ has just 
taken out a patent in this country. He says 
that the gold in sea water exists In the

he has found. out howto treat. the briny 
fluid in such large quantities as to make 
the process profitable, notwithstaiu'ing the 
minute percentage of the metal preset... 


The sea water is collected in a tank, be- 
ing rendered alkaline by the addition of 
caustic milk of lime, with combines with 
tne iodine of the gold jodide, forming todide 
of calcium. As a result, the yellow metal ts 
Set free and settles to the bottom. Affer 
a sufficient time has been allowed for set- 
tlement the water is: siphoned off and the 
gold is readily separated or €xtracted from 
the residue. 


HE petrified forests of Arizona still 

- hold a high place among the most 

interesting natural phenomena of this 
continent. 


Giant trees lie here imbedded tn the earth, 
their wood transformed to a stone of flinty 
hardness, but still revealing the texture in 
a remarkable degree. 

A bill will be introduced in Congress in 
December providing for the maintenance of 
a goverfment reservation of the most cele- 
brated of these petrified forests, that at 
Holbrook. Prof. Lester F. Ward of the 
National Museum, recommended in his last 
report to the director of the geological sur- 
vey that prompt measures be taken to with- 
draw the land from entry. 

The forest has recently been brought 
within easy access for tourists by the es- 
tablishment of a new railroad station 
named Adamana, whence it can be reached 
by a drive of six miles, although its most 
remarkable parts lie several miles farther 
southward. 

At the first deposit, so-called, several 
sections of land are strewn with fallen and 
broken trunks washed ott by erosion from 
the fine, grayish, sandy material in which 
they are embedded. Here is the noted 
Chalcedony Bridge. One of the finest logs, 
nearly four feet in diameter, spans the 
deep gully, its end resting on the banks 
and still partly covered up. Much of the

The second deposit, four miles to the 
southeast, covers several hundred acres, 
and consists of. large-.logs, maay ot them 
three and four: feet in diameter, dnd the 
greater number broken into cylindrical sec- 
tions, five or six feet long, on which the 
bark, although: petrified and having the 
hardness of stone, appears as natural as if 
the tree had béen felled but @ short time 
before. 

The third deposit, the largest of all, con- 
sists of thousands upon thousands of fos- 
silized logs. Some of them are enM@e trees, 
with limbs and branches still f{ntact. All 
the logs, both great and small, and even 
the fragmenrtts, are of great beauty and va- 
riety of color. These tracts contain the 
largest deposits, but vestiges of the petri- 
fied forests are found over a wide extent 
of country. 

The forest is regarded as belonging to the 
triassic age, and is therefore more ancient 
than the petrified forests of California and 
the Yellowstone Park, which are largely 
tertiary. 

Nowhere are the fossil trunks in their 
place of growth. The original beds must 
have been @ great deal higher in the strata 
which were eroded from the sandstone into 
which the trunks were carried and which 
was probably covered up by mesosole seas.

The baramundga has both the gills of a 
fish and the lungs of a batrachian, and it 
may use either in breathing as it 1s dis- 
poséd. It has been supposed that all such 
creatures were extinct, but the baramunda 
has been found alive in the Mary, Dawson 
ahd Burnétt rivers of Queensiand, where its 
flesh is highly prized as fo0@. 

It has always been a problem to natural- 
ists whether creatures with two sets of re- 
spiratory organs should be classed as fish 
for batrachian. The specimen of a bara- 
munda sent to Paris,from Queensland re- 
moves all doubt in this respect, for the bar- 
amtinda certainly has both gills and lungs 
for breathing, and is just as certainly a 
fish. 

The Queensland natives call the baramu"- 
da a salmon. This is natural, for its fleéh 
looks and tastes like the fleshvof a salmon. 
The fish is not known to exist in any other 
rivers than those of Queensland. HM reaches 
there a length of six feet in the larger spe- 
cimeas, though the specimen sent to Parts 
is less than three feet in length. . It is sci- 
entitically known either as the baramunda

pressed, and, in comparison with its body, 
is rather small: its lower jaw is not promi- 
nent; its eyes are small, and its body is 
covered with large, thick scales. The belly 
ie of a brilliant orange color, and the body 
does not taper off toward the tail quite as 
much as is usual in fishes. 

A French naturalist who has studied the 
peculiar fish says the natives of Queens- 
land tell many interesting storics of it. 
Among other things, the natives aver that 
the baramunda frequently throws its body 
out-of the water for the purpose of secur- 
ing a fresh supply of oxygen, and that at 
night it makes a peculiar snarling noise. He 
adds: 

“I have carefully watched the baramunda 
sent to Paris, and can testify that it does

raise itself out of the water for the purpyse pla 


of breathing. I] have not, however, at any 
time ‘heard it make any sound resembling 
growling or snarling, though I have many 
nights stood near it for several hours.” 

The baramunda lives mainly on fresh Wwa- 
ter shell fish, and it apparently adapts 
itself readily to confinement. The Paris 
museum authorities are very proud of thelr 
specimen, not because the fish has so long 
been considered extinct, but also because It 
is regarded by ichthyologists as being one 
of the very first fishes created.
